THE PROBLEMS OF THE VILLAGES 


TH physical planning movement, which has shown 

great acceleration in recent years, began with emphasis 
on urban planning ; it was there that the need for action 
was most apparent. To-day, we talk of Town and Country 
Planning, with emphasis on the word “country”; but 
how many of us have any clear perception of the problems 
presented by the rural areas, particularly by the old villages, 
in the new industrial age which is upon us—with its 
demands for expansion and development not only in the 
manufacturing industries but in agriculture ? Dr. C. S. 
Orwin, in the thoughtful paper which he read at the recent 
Town and Country Planning Summer School at St. Andrews, 
brought the problem of the villages into sharp focus. 





‘“‘ Scattered widely up and down the country,” ‘he said, 
** are many places of two or three hundred people, and not 
infrequently fewer, which seem to have lost the will to 
survive, places which once comprised mixed societies of 
agricultural and industrial workers, complete with church 
and parson, school and teacher. To-day, the march of 
progress, which has infused a new industrial life into larger 
places, has taken from them everything which held them 
together. The small industries have gone, the parson has 
gone, the school is closed and the teacher gone. At the 
same time, progress in transport has opened up a new world 
to those who remain, and the inhabitants, particularly the 
younger ones, have come to realise that there are educational 
opportunities . . . chances of occupation in many forms 
beside agriculture, the physical amenities of life provided 
by. the public services, facilities for the employment of 
leisure . . . in communities far larger than their own. 
What can the planner do about it ? How can the education 
of a dozen children of all ages from 5 to 15 be organised ? 
How can the overhead costs of the public services, water, 
light and sewerage, be met and distributed amongst so 
few householders ? What can be organised for the social 
life of a community too small to equip and maintain a 
village hall or any kind of social or athletic club ?” 

It is a knotty problem and one which is further compli- 
cated by public sentiment. It is perhaps because we are 
so highly industrialised, the ugliness and squalor produced 
by the Industrial Revolution being so much in evidence 
throughout the land, that we have such an affection for 
our old villages. Many of them are still extremely beautiful 
in their rustic simplicity, and there is a tendency to regard 
them as museum pieces rather than as part of the practical 
workaday world. Any threat to their integrity is certain 
to arouse indignant protest. In a recent case it was 
proposed, in the interests of planned development, to 
abandon an old village and transfer its inhabitants to a 
larger village adjacent. Although the cottages had been 
described as insanitary (one expert aroused great indigna- 
tion by referring to the place as a “ rural slum ”’), the villagers. 
had no wish to leave. In fact, they clung tenaciously to: 
their cottages, organised meetings of protest, one of which 
was broadcast by the B.B.C., and generally created such a 
stir that public opinion was inflamed against the “ plan- 
ners” and nothing more has been heard of the proposal. 
Here was local patriotism indeed! The warmth of the 
villagers’ affection for their old homes had touched deep 
emotions. What can be done in a case such as this ? Are 
the villagers to be shot out neck and crop? Probably 
the best thing to do will be to leave them there, provide 
the maximum practicable services and amenities, bring the 
cottages to as good a condition as possible, forget the higher 
dictates of planning expediency and hope for the best ! 

But all cases are not likely to be so intractable as this. 
There are many villages whose only hope for healthy 
survival ig expansion to meet the needs created by the 
decentralisation of manufacture, and so to justify the pro- 
vision of services and amenities otherwise unobtainable. 
To add perhaps a thousand new houses to an old village is, 
as Dr. Orwin remarks, to lose the identity of the old place 
in a community entirely new. Yet must such a change be 
necessarily regarded as vandalism ? Many of our most 
attractive country towns have grown from ancient villages. 
The original nucleus is often still traceable and the additi- 
tions of later centuries appear almost like an organic 
growth. With the idea of preserving the appearance of a 
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village, new accommodation is often provided nowadays 
in the form of a separate “ hidden” housing estate, which 
has no real identity with the old village and its life. The 
better way is sure'y to preserve a corporate character by 
“building on” and interpolating new work among the 
old where opportunity affords. Many architects have 
made a close study of traditional work and could be relied 
upon to design new buildings which, while clearly the 
product of our own time, would harmonise with the old, 
and so continue the historic process of organic growth. 


Yet there must remain many villages that will not need 
to be expanded sufficiently to justify the services and 
amenities which are now regarded as necessary for modern 
communal life. What can be done about these ? Sydney 
Smith described the country as “a kind of healthy grave,” 
but he was no lover of the country. There are many even 
to-day who prefer its quietude and the feeling of isolation 
which it gives. For those who do not and are yet compelled 
to live and work there, modern mechanical transport and 
the radio have done much to alleviate boredom. Yet the 
major problems of education and the public services 
remain. As Dr. Orwin observed, the ‘provision even of 
some of the public services, water, light and power must 
continue to depend on chance opportunities “‘ until the right 
of all citizens, rural and urban, to an equal enjoyment of the 
amenities of life is recognised by the adoption of national 
flat rates for these services.” Here is a first-class objective 
for the social reformers to aim at. As things are at present 
the problems presented by a great number of old villages 
must be largely beyond the ambit of the planners, no matter 
how imaginative and resourceful they be.

THE resignation last week of Sir Malcolm Trustram Eve 

from the Chairmanship of the War Damage Com- 
mission and of the Central Land Board. has been received 
with deep regret by the building industry. Both these 
departments were of Sir Malcolm’s creation, though the 
Acts governing them were not, and the commendable 
efficiency with which both have been operated is a direct 
result of the Chairman’s work and personal influence. It 
would be too much to claim, too much even to expect, that 
all the actions of the War Damage Commission have given 
universal satisfaction to the building professions and trade, 
but the manner in which the formidable task of dealing 
with many hundred thousand claims, both expeditiously 
and without unfairness to either the claimant or to the 
tax-paying public, as represented by the Treasury, has 
been an achievement that deserves the highest praise. 

The Chairman himself has won a deserved reputation for 
the clarity with which he has expounded the often complicated 
measures of the governing Act, for promptitude of decision, 
for fairness and for a readiness to recognise, and make 
provision for, hard cases. The Central Land Board is fast 
acquiring a similar reputation for administering the com- 
plicated provisions of the Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1947; it has achieved the near miracle of escaping the 
unpopularity which attaches, among those who wish to 
build, to the Act itself. Sir Malcolm may be assured that, 
whatever may be his next sphere of public activity (and we 
hope that a proper opportunity will shortly be forth- 
coming), he takes with him the respect and the best wishes 
of the building trades of this country.

R.A. School of Architecture. 


A FEW vacancies remain for the post- 
graduate coursé in the Royal 
Academy School of Architecture for the 
year 1949-50, and applications from 
students who wish to enter will be con- 
sidered if received before October 12.

Students who wish to take this course 
for the year 1949-50 should apply to the 
secretary, Royal Academy of Arts, Pic- 
cadilly, W.1, stating their age and quali- 
fications, and should send with their appli- 
cation a portfolio of studies and designs. 
Selected candidates will be invited to an 
interview with the director of the school.

FROM “THE BUILDER” OF 1849

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Romanesque Architecture in Florence 


By H, V. Molesworth Roberts. 


c should be candidly admitted from the 
start that this article, or rather a larger 
projected study of which it forms a part, 
was first of all conceived under the title 
** Florence first visited : factual observa- 
tions on the pre-Renaissance,” as a light- 
hearted rejoinder to Mr. Osbert Lancaster’s 
witty but very debatable talk ‘* Florence 
revisited: second thoughts on the Renais- 
sance,” recently given to the A.A. (A.A. 
Jnl., 1949, Jan., pp. 116-; A. & B.N., 
Jan. 14, pp. 33-). This study has, how- 
ever, been perforce reduced in its exten- 
sion by the unexpected amount of material, 
both architectural and documentary, on 
the earlier periods. The other motive 
sprang from the sense that much, relatively 
too much, attention had been given 
so far to ‘the Renaissance period. The 
period c. 800-c. 1200, which roughly falls 
under the heading ‘‘ Romanesque,” has 
therefore been chosen as perhaps the most 
needful of presentation. It is novel to 
turn thus from a period where Italy was 
the place of initiation to one in which it 
was that of belated survival. 

The Roman period, it may first be noted 
(see Maetzke, Florentia (Firenze), 1941), 
appears to be represented only by a 
column in the Piazza della Trinita. 

This study must be regarded only as a 
convenient conflation of accessible literary 
evidence with limited (though zestful) 
personal exploration, as a basis for further 
investigation. Conflict of evidence will be 
noticed. All the monuments recorded 
were not visited personally by the writer, 
and in many cases the interiors were not 
available. Disappeared work on the whole 
will be ignored, though a summary appears 
toward the end of the article, and buildings 
in which ancient survivals are doubtful 
are enclosed in [ ]; these need 
mention, however, when a later structure 
eligible for inclusion occupies its site. 
This remark applies to the origin of the 
Battistero (Baptistery): not only the date 
of the present building, but the question 
whether it is the original one. is hotly 
disputed: some say ‘‘4th-5th cent.” 
for the present building (quoted in T*, p 
105), some the “7th or 8th” for the 
disappeared predecessor (Baed., 1903, p. 
450—alteréd to “early Christian times,” 1930 
ed.); for other opinions see post. In any case 
it appears to be the oldest building in 
Florence. The present choir recess re- 
places an earlier apse (T, 106: Baed., 
1930), and excavations were carried out 
1895 (T, 146, n. 65), but no original work 

appears to be visible either outside or in. 
For the later and existing building, see 
11th-13th century, post. See monograph 
on the building, Despotti-Mospignotti,

Il-duomo di S. Giovanni, 1902 (quoted in 
Toesca). A Roman house of the Ist and 
3rd centuries was found under it (Maetzke, 
G., Florentia (Firenze), 1941). Another 
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instance of superseded work is Santa Maria 
Maggiore, N.W. of the Baptistery and in 
the northern corner of the original city; 
this was mentioned in the 10th century 
(Baed., 1930), and such Romanesque work 
as survived the 13th-century rebuilding 
(Baed.) seems to be of this date (interior 
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inaccessible to the ee though only 
details are recorded in and nothing 
in S.; the portico was + oe in the 
second half of the 13th century (S, p. 39, 
n. 24). 

The turn of the millennium, c. 1000, 
was marked by the foundation of San 
Niccolo altr’ Arno (Baed.), on the south side 
of the river but within the medizval wall; 
but nothing seems to survive—the external 
features are Gothic and Renaissance, and 
the interior was inaccessible—and the 
church is not recorded in specialist works. 

We get to surer ground, with more 
definite evidence of existing structures, in 
the remaining examples. 11th century (gen- 
erally)—the “most ancient period of Floren- 
tine Romanesque ”’ (T, 547): Sant’ Iacopo 
Soprarno (James on the Arno), immedi- 
ately adjoining the south bank of the river, 
has a porch which is stated to be of 
this century, and to be of the “ Tuscan 
Romanesque” style—a comprehensive term 
much in use (Baed.); but this is said to 
embody fragments from a destroyed church, 
San Donato a Scoperto, dating ** probably 
from the 12th century” (T, 547) or from 
the end of the 12th to the beginning of 
the 13th century (S, p. 38, n. 23; pl. 39, 
lower figure). The date of the main body 
of the church is unrecorded. It is fortunate 
that this was not bomb-damaged, though 
it is on the western fringe of the damaged 
area of the Borgo S. Iacopo, named after 
it; incidentally one or two house-towers 
near it have also survived. 

Definite dates, mostly of consecration, 
from Salmi, now start. These are deemed, 


in’ the absence of other evidence, to be* 


dates of completion, and to be those of 
the buildings existing, or parts of them. 
These references will be in phrase form. 
Rebuilt 1018, and recorded 1063 (S), or 
begun 1013, finished towards the end of the 
century, and altered in the 12th (Clapham, 
Romanesque Architecture in Central Europe, 
45): the most famous of all except the 
Baptistery, San Miniato (‘‘ mee-nyaato ”’) 
al Monte, very much on a dusty hill, S.E. 
of the city and outside the walls (S, p. 37, 
n. 21 and other references)—mainly 1i1th- 
century “ Tuscan Romanesque ” (Baed.) ; 
the marble-encrusted W. front is well 
known (S, pl. 30, and fig. 9, etc.; T, fig. 
331, p. 545). The “diaphragm” roof of 
intermittent transverse arches is remarkable 
(F. Bond, Gothic Architecture, p. 235). 
(See Lugano, S. Miniato a Firenze, 1902, 
quoted in Maetzke.) [1059, consecrated 
(S, p. 37, n. 20), Santa Felicita, again on the 
S. side, between the Palazzo Pitti and the 
river ; an ‘‘ old’ church, restored in 1736 
(Baed.—not seen by the writer), not in 
the sources, and presumably therefore not 
the present one.] 1059 (T, 542) or 1060, 
consecrated (S, p. 37, n. 20), or 11th century 
(Baed.), the famous San Lorenzo, N.N.W. 
of the Duomo : this work replaced a still 
more ancient church consecrated in 393 
(Baed., 1930), and was in turn superseded, 
in the main, by the existing church of 
Brunelleschi (1419-) ; but the medizval 
architrave-blocks were re-used between the 
new columns below and arches above 
(Baed.), Consecrated in the same year also 
was Santi Michele ed Eusebio (S, p. 37, 
n. 20), but this has not been located and 
may therefore not exist. 1068, consecrated 

p. 34, n. 17; Baed. 1930), San Pier 
(or Pietro) Scheraggio (i.e. “of the channel’’), 
one of the most interesting discoveries ; 
its north aisle arcade is embedded in the 
north-east wall of the Uffizi Gallery, 
facing across the Via della Ninna to the 
Palazzo Vecchio ; the church was. built on 
an open site, but incorporated in Vasari’s 
Uffizi building in 1561 (S), finally being 
suppressed as a church in 1743 (S) ;_ the 
remains were walled up, But have since

been partly uncovered (exterior, S, pl. 14). 
The outside of the apse, and a (later) 
arcade presumably east of the original 
south arcade, can be seen in an adjoining 
furniture shop (a restaurant in 1930, Baed.), 
unnoticed by its busy occupants ! For 
detailed description, see Salmi, p. 8. 

Before 1075—recorded in that year ; 
11th century Baed. ; probably so, T, 547— 
was the interesting church of Santi Apostoli, 
occupying a similar position on the north 
bank to S. Iacopo Soprarno on the §S, 
and again undamaged: in this a house 
adjoining on the north has gone, exposing 
the nave to view ; for original aspect see 
Salmi (pl. 15, upper fig.). The very small 
windows, with external splay, are reminis- 
cent of Anglo-Saxon ones in England— 
of the earlier period (e.g. Jarrow) in size, of 
the later in splay (see G. Baldwin Brown, ii). 
The interior is lofty (S, pl. 8, looking EB), 
with a high shallow apse, altered into a 
baptistery (T). Moreover, here carved detail 
of the period begins to be in evidence : 
of the large and elaborate capitals, some 
are said to be Corinthianesque (S, p. 18)— 
like the Canterbury ones, c. 1175—but some 
might be called, on that analogy, “ com- 
positesque,” with angle volutes and acanthus 
below (S, pl. 237). Recorded 1077, 11th 
century : remains of the crypt of Santa 
Trinita (here stressed Trin-ita), now a large 
church outside the western corner of the old 
city, and giving its name to the now de- 
molished bridge near by; these were found 
in the restoration of 1884-90 (S, p. 34, n. 16; 
int. view of crypt, pl. 10). The church 
above was monastic later in the 11th 
century, and is of the 13th and 14th (S) 
and 15th (Baed.) centuries. 

We now pass tentatively (and reluctantly) 
from the 11th, over the threshold of the 
12th century. The present Battistero, whose 
ancient but apparently no longer existing 
structure we noticed at the beginning, like 
it appears to have been a gradually-evolved 
structure, and even the later periods are 
matters of controversy : “late 11th cent.” 
(Clapham, p. 46) ; “* 11th (or 12th) cent.” 
according to another authority (quoted in 
T) and Baedeker (1930) ; exterior ‘* 11th 
to 13th” (Ricci, Romanesque Architecture 
in Italy, 1925, pl. p. 73); interior, N.W. 
bay (adjoining choir recess), “ 12th cent.” 
(same source; pl. p. 75, upper fig.). 
The date of the choir recess (“‘ scarsella,”’ 
i.e., pocket) is also debated, the 11th cen- 
tury and the beginning of the 13th being the 
rather curious alternatives (T, 106 ff.). 
It may here be added, to save reverting to 
the building again, that certain details, 
and part of the remarkable marble-inlay 
pavement, are attributed to the 13th century 
(same, pl. p. 74). Cf. numerous references 
and views inSalmi. Also somewhere astride 
the 11th and 12th centuries, and another 
obscure but important monument that was 
a thrill to discover, is San Salvatore all’ 
Arcivescovado (St. Saviour in the Arch- 
bishop’s Palace), a small facade behind the 
palace (itself on the west side of the Baptis- 
tery piazza) and facing a small space called 
the Piazza dell’ Olio (square of the oil). 
This, though not necessarily the present 
building, is said to have been mentioned 
1032 (Baed., 1930), and certainly existed 
before 1177, after which it was renewed, 
wholly or partly (S, p. 38, n. 23); original 
work presumably remains. One writer 
describes the “fragmentary facade’ as 
“ probably of the 12th century” (T, 547). 
The renewal is dated 1221 (Baed., Ricci, 
S, queried) and is variously attributed to 
Master Lapo (Ricci, reference post) or 
Iacopo Tedesco (James the German) (S). 
The facade only is illustrated (Ricci, 
pl. p. 78, lower fig.), or even the lower 
stage (S, pl. 38), suggesting that this is the 
later work; the plinth and caps are

definitely stated so to be (S, reference ante); 
the design is discussed in detail (S, 10; 
T, 547). 

No example, oddly, seems to be 
definitely ascribed to the 12th century 
so prolific in Lombardy and throughout 
Europe, but little in evidence further south. 
Some houses (“‘ case ’’) are said to be of this 
date (T, 625). We come therefore abruptly 
to the meeting of the 12th and 13th cen- 
turies; in western Europe this is well 
beyond Romanesque or its English phase, 
Norman, but in Italy, as a result of the 
well-known conservative effect of ancient 
remains and classical atmosphere, develop- 
ment, rather surprisingly, lagged behind; 
Romanesque influence and technique, 
particularly the marble-inlay pattern and 
its external use, remained for a century. 
[Consecrated about 1200, for instance, 
was San lacopo in Campo Corbolini (*‘ field 
of the little dark ones”), considerably 
north of the old city and now almost 
buried in the Mercato Centrale, or ‘* Covent 
Garden” area; no subsequent period is 
mentioned till its restoration in 1910 
(Baed., 1930); it is not given in other works. 
The portico is of early type; the church 
seemed closed and deserted.]: From the end 
of the 12th and the beginning of the 13th 
centuries are the fragments from S. Donato 
a Scoperto now in S. Jacopo Soprarno, 
mentioned at the beginning of the “‘ 11th 
cent.” section, ante. The only secular build- 
ing—apart from some houses (T)—ascribed 
to this age is the Torre dei Girolami, near 
and N.E. of the Ponte Vecchio, described as 
of predominantly Romanesque character 
(S, p. 67, n. 97)—undated in Baed. (For these 
towers generally see M. Borgatti, Le mura e 
le torri, 1900.) Lastly, and one of the most 
indefinitely dated of them all, is Santo 
Stefano al Ponte, eastward of the Ponte 
Vecchio and close to the Torre; described 
as ‘‘old”’ in Baed. (1903) but later (1930), 
strangely, deleted altogether, it has a 
facade of which only the central and lower 
part is marble-encrusted; this is described 
as “13th cent.” (S, p. 39, n. 25) and illus- 
trated (pl. 39 upper fig.) and the interior as 
about 1233 onward (S). This work is of 
Romanesque type, and so deserves to be 
recorded here. The next monuments in date 
belong more exclusively to the 13th century. 
and come more definitely into the “* Gothic” 
period, transitory though it was. 

Disappeared churches are obviously 
excluded; but it is worth while mentioning 
four which have been recorded: one 
dated, S. Donato (see S. Iacopo in text 
of article); and three undated—S. Bar- 
tolommeo, S. Margherita, and S. Pietro in 
Ciel d’Oro (all in S, pp. 38-9). A doubtful 
case, Santi Michele ed Eusebio, has been 
cited. 

Comparisons have already been made in 
passing showing the curious disparity in 
date with other countries, notably our own 
—early and late Anglo-Saxon details appear- 
ing late in the 11th century, and the de- 
veloped Romanesque of the following 
century conspicuously absent. To quote 
from the most authoritative short summary 
(A. W. Clapham, Romanesque Architecture 
in W. Europe, 1936, pp. 42-6): “* Pisa owes 
some of its character to Lombardy . . . while 
Florence held fast to classical traditions, 
and may be hardly said to have produced 
Romanesque at all” (p. 43); “The 
Florentine equivalent of Romanesque is 
distinguished by a very close adherence to 
classical forms, an extreme simplicity of 
structural decoration, and by the free use of 
a veneer of marble forming polychrome 
bands and panelling. ... There is no 
attempt . . . [at] stone vaulting . 

(p. 45). Some authorities see Lombard 
influence in some churches (e.g., S. Pier 
Scheraggio and S. Trinita, T, 542). 
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Canopus House, Augusta. 


Mediterranean Rest-house for Air 


From a Correspondent. 


HERE first-class hotels already exist 
at stopping-places along B.O.A.C.’s 
166,000 miles air-route network 
Passengers are accommodated in them. 
Where there are none B.O.A.C. provides 
a “rest-house ” for passengers in transit. 
Typical of these is the one recently 
opened at Augusta, on the south-east 
coast of Sicily, and named “Canopus” 
after the first of the pre-war fleet of 
famous Empire flying-boats. 

Throughout the centuries fleets have 
sought the sanctuary of Augusta har- 
bour, sheltered on the landward side by 
those “sweet Hyblean hills” of which 
Virgil sang. Nelson led his victorious 
fleet there in 1798, after the battle of the 
Nile. During World War II the Italians 
used it as a base and later it became a 
rallying point for Allied convoys 
launched against the Italian mainland. 

B.O.A.C. began to operate through 
there with flying boats soon afterwards 
and it has become the Corporation’s 
Mediterranean “stop-over” on_ the 
“Short Solent” flying-boat routes be- 
tween Britain, the Middle East and 
Africa. An increasing number of 
travellers are realising its advantage as 
a starting point for tours of Sicily. Syra- 
cuse, with its Roman amphitheatre, 
Greek theatres and other features of 
historical interest, is reached in only 
three quarters of an hour’s run by car, 
and Taormina, a well-known holiday 
resort, is almost as close. Mount Etna, 
flying its “plume” of cloud from its 
snow-capped peak, can be clearly seen 
by passengers in the grounds of Canopus 
House. 

A fully equipped flying-boat base has 
been built on the site of the old Spanish 
Fort of San Guiseppe, the vast walls of 
which enclose part of the area used by 
B.O.A.C. The Civil Engineer of the 
Corporation’s General Services Branch 
has been responsible for the installation 
of passenger accommodation, customs 
buildings, docks, workshops and other 
facilities—by a happy combination of 
British and Italian materials and Italian 
workmanship. For example, to berth the 
flying-boats an Italian naval pier had to 
be repaired from bomb damage. A 70- 
ton crane lifted the original pre-cast 
units of masonry from the harbour 
bottom and B.O.A.C. engineers super- 
intended the rebuilding. The pontoons, 
to which the flying-boats are moored,

were made locally from pine grown on 
the slopes of Etna. 


When it became necessary last year to 
vacate temporary passenger buildings 
hitherto occupied, B.O.A.C. were success- 
ful in leasing a former Italian Naval 
building for conversion as a “rest- 
house.” The contract for the building 
work, both internal and external, and for 
the lighting and plumbing was secured 
by a Palermo firm which worked under 
the direct supervision of the Civil 
Engineer of B.O.A.C.’s General Services 
Branch. The original flooring of the 
barrack rooms and mess halls was 
strengthened, the very large spaces avail- 
able being divided into public rooms, 
bedrooms, bathrooms, and other accom- 
modation, using hollow-tile brickwork 
and the robust and light slabs to form 
partitions. 

Two young. Florentine 
Signori Borsi and Chiasserini, 


architects, 
have 
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The main entrance. 


worked out a_ successful decorative 
scheme. Their work had caught the eye 
of B.O.A.C.’s. deputy chairman, Mr. 
Whitney Straight, at Ciampino Airport 
at Rome. B.O.A.C. took them to Augusta 
and they quickly produced water-colour 
perspectives. The result is a variety of 
treatments, using solid-dressed masonry 
of local free stone, stucco work in 
various colours and surface finishes, 
marble and locally-timbered panelling. 
They have made good use of glass panels 
to borrow light and provide decoration, 
while the doors are heavy glass plates 
with light metal framework, the handles 
embodying the Corporation’s “ Speed- 
bird” motif. Colours are of pastel 
shades, light blues and creams, varia- 
tions of B.O.A.C.’s standard colours of 
blue and gold. Antique wine jars and 
other pieces are used for decoration. 

_ The entrance, relieved inside by a cool- 
ing fountain and a small pond in which 
fish swim, gives on to a_ Staircase 
decorated with blue and ‘white ribbed 
stucco and furnished with a metal hand- 





The main reception desk. Beyond is the dining-room. 
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rail. The large airy reception rooms on 
the first floor have big windows opening 
on to a perfect view of the harbour. 
Cornices and indirect lighting in these 
rooms alleviate the flatness of the re- 
inforced concrete ceiling and in the dining 
room further decoration is achieved by 
small opal lights in the ceiling, giving a 
starlight effect. There is a barber’s shop, 
a souvenir shop and a bar with a counter 
made of locally-quarried marble. Con- 
tracts for all the furniture—oak, clear- 
polished in natural colour of standard 
B.O.A.C. design—were placed with a 
Milanese firm. Upholstered in shades of 
blue and fawn, each piece of furniture 
is interchangeable throughout the hotel. 
The rugs and carpets used are of B.O.A.C. 
design and manufactured in two colours 
—fawn and pale blue. The curtain 
materials, of differing patterris, were sup- 
plied from the U.K. 

The 161 bedrooms were completed 
with mosquito nets of nylon and made so 
as to contain the bedside table, reading 
lamp and table fan within the mosquito- 
proofed area. Every bedroom is provided 
with a hand-basin and shares a shower 
with its neighbour, the doors being inter- 
locked so that access is possible from 
only one bedroom at a time. The base 
has its own electric sub-station and stand- 
by generating sets, an ample emergency 
reservoir and its own steam laundry. 
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The passenger bar, Canopus House, Augusta.

Clerks of Works : The Missing 
Link 


To THE Epitor oF The Builder. 
IR,—In The Builder of September 16, 
Mr. T. M. McLaren says that the 
Association of Building Technicians have 
organised annual examinations of a high 
quality to fill the need for qualifying 
examinations for clerks of works. 

The need was filled by the Institute of 
Clerks of Works of Great Britain in 1936, 
when they held their first examination of 
high quality for clerks of works. Since 
then 13 examinations have been held, 
plus one in the Preliminary grade for 
prisoners of war in Germany in 1943, 
and over 150 candidates have passed in 
the Final grade. The Examination Board 
consists of architects, surveyors and 
senior members of the Institute, all of 
whom are familiar with the duties of a 
clerk of works in his actual employment, 
and with the standard required. There has 





been no “ missing link” since the Insti- 
tute forged theirs in 1936. 

Mr. McLaren may not know about the 
Institute’s examination. If he does not, 
then this letter will inform him. His 
final sentence about clerks of works 
achieving “their rightful place among 
building technicians” is superfluous; they 
did that long ago.

ROMAN CHESTER 


Recent Excavations 


(CHARCOAL, burnt clay, and sandy 

fillings, which are thought to mark 
the site of the cookhouses in the first 
Roman fortress, built at Chester about 
A.D. 75, have been discovered during the 
excavations recently conducted by the 
Chester and North Wales Archeological 
Society, on a site between Trinity-street 
and Linenhall Street, Chester. 

The excavations were carried out 
with a view to locating the exact position 
of the west wall of the fortress, and to 
ascertain whether the stone wall of the 
second fortress, built in a.D. 108, was 
on the same position as that of the 
former wooden construction. 

The “dig” was under the direc- 
tion of Dr. J. A. Richmond, but at 
one time the operations were super- 
vised by Mr. Graham Webster, curator 
of the Grosvenor Museum, Chester. 

Present discoveries reached were un- 
covered at a depth of nine feet, and Mr. 
Webster is of the opinion there are 18 
inches of undisturbed Roman levels be- 
neath. It is anticipated the west wall 
runs in a north-south direction, and in 
an effort to unearth remains of buildings 
and roads, the Society are digging in an 
east-west line. There is little possibility 
of the present diggings supplying an 
answer to the, as yet, unsolved problem 
of why the Chester fortress was built 
almost twice as large as required for one 
legion.

SSOMERSET HOUSE was badly hit 
and several times shaken by bombs 
during the war years. The worst 
damage was the destruction of three 
bays of the Embankment frontage 
during one of the earliest raids on 
London. This is still unrepaired, but 
it is understood that rebuilding is to 
be undertaken in the near future under 
the direction of Professor A. E. 
Richardson, R.A. Since the end of the 
war a good deal of repair and con- 
servation work has been carried out, 
including the repair and renewal of 
3,600 windows in oak. From the 
esthetic point of view the most 
important and interesting work has 
been the repair and redecoration of the 
north, or Strand, block which, the 
first part of the building to be com- 
pleted (in 1780), is said to be, in its 
general architectural composition, an 
enlarged copy of part of the old 
Somerset House, designed by Inigo 
Jones. Like many other 18th-century 
buildings, it is not well planned by 
modern standards, but it includes some 
admirably designed features, notably 
the entrance loggia, two good entrance 
halls with graceful semi-circular stone 
staircases beyond, and a. number of 
interiors with fine plaster ceilings, 
some of which were badly damaged 


and have now been restored. The 
loggia,. a triple passageway with 
coupled columns and _ entablatures 
supporting a fine plaster vaulted ceil- 
ing, was claimed by the late Sir 
Thomas Jackson to be worthy of 
comparison with that of the Farnese 
Palace. It has now been restored to 
its original appearance. The dis- 
figuring porter’s box has been removed, 
the ceiling repainted cream, the stone- 
work cleaned down (with scrubbing 
brush and a little water—almost a dry- 
clean), the wrought-iron lanterns 
between the columns repaired, and a 
new indirect lighting system installed 
around the cornices, to light up the 
beautiful detail of the vault at night. 


The First-Floor Interiors. 


The principal interiors are found on 
the first floor and comprise the 
Registrar-General’s office (room 33), 
the Library (rooms 31 and 32), and 
the Conference Room (30), all over- 
looking the courtyard, and a large 
office (room 36) overlooking the 
Strand; and it is in these rooms that 
the most important and _ interesting 
work has been done. Before coming 
to a description of this, one may con- 
sider for a moment the historical 
significance of these rooms. Chambers,

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for all that he was a Roman by con- 
viction and a Palladian in practice so 
far as external design was concerned, 
did not carry his beliefs to their logical 
conclusion in his interiors, as his pre- 
decessors in the early part of the 
century—William Kent, for example— 
had done. These rooms are remarkably 
free. from conventional Renaissance 
panoply, and the explanation is to be 
found not only in Chambers’s own 
personal taste, but in the conflict of 
ideas which existed between himself 
and Robert Adam, his greatest rival 
and competitor. Adam at this time 
was popularising his revolutionary 
mode of internal decoration, based on 
his researches in Rome and at Spalato. 
and was enjoying immense prestige and 
popularity. Chambers, who disliked 
Adam, deplored his “trifling gaudy 
ceilings . . . which, composed as they 
are of little rounds, hexagons and 
ovals, excite no other idea than that of 
a dessert upon the plates of which are 
dished out bad copies of indifferent 
antiques.” Chambers despised the 
fashion but, himself something of an 
eclectic, felt no doubt impelled to 
do something to counter it; hence his 
visits to Paris to keep in touch with 
the latest Continental ideas in decora- 
tive design.. Chambers had studied 
under Clérisseau and was an admirer 
of, in particular, A.-J. Gabriel, archi- 
tect of the Place de la Concorde 
(Place Louis XV) and its buildings, 
among other notable works. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that a strong 
contemporary French influence should 
be apparént in these Somerset House 
interiors. The craftsmen employed by 
Chambers for the decorative plaster- 
work of Somerset House between 
1778 and 1780 were Thomas and 
Charles Clark, with William Collins. 
Thomas Clark was. described by 
Charles as “one of the most. skilful 
masters of his trade.” 


The Registrar-General’s Office. 

The finest room is perhaps the 
Registrar-General’s office, which is 
balanced by the Conference Room, 
with the Library in between. Almost 
square on plan, this room (No. 33) is 
well proportioned and simple in treat- 
ment, shallow — panelled walls being 
surmounted by a cove, containing 
decorative panels by Angelica Kauff- 
mann, and a ceiling with low-relief 
plaster enrichments. In redecorating 
this room the traditional colour 
scheme has been followed, i.e., panels 
a pale green and their surrounds and 
general background a light biscuit 
colour. The ribs in the ceiling and 
other enrichments are coffee colour. A 
point of interest is that the top mem- 
ber of the cornice is pierced and 
undercut. The marble of the 
surrounds to the fireplace was also 
repaired and cleaned. The room is 
lighted by a modern rim fitting of 
harmonious ‘design containing a 
shallow cut-glass. bowl. 

A secret door leads from the Regis- 
trar-General’s office to the Library, a 
rectangular room of good proportions. 
the principal decorative feature of 
which is a finely designed plaster ceil- 
ing with a coffered and enriched 
surround enclosing an oval with low- 
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The Conference Room ceiling (Room 30). 


relief scrollwork in the spandrels. In 
the design of this ceiling Chambers 
was clearly influenced by the more 
conventional work of the preceding 
century; it is in complete contrast to 
the other experimental ceilings in this 
block. Considerable repairs have been 
done to this ceiling by the M.O.W. 
direct labour staff; a corner portion 
was loose and has been tied back to 
the joists above. The marble fire- 
place in this room, which was almost 
black, has been cleaned. 

On the far side of the Library a 
doorway leads to the Conference 
Room, which is almost a repeat of 
the Registrar - General’s office except 
for the ceiling, the chief feature of 
which is a large circular medallion 
contained in a key-pattern moulding, 
surrounded by twelve smaller medal- 
lions enclosed in low-relief loops. All 
these medallions are by Cipriani, as 
also are the monochrome panels of 
children in the cove of the ceiling. 
Cipriani excelled in this sort of work, 
which is very deceptive until closely 
inspected. From a distance these panels 
look like low-relief sculpture. The 
general decoration and treatment of 
this room is similar to that of the 
Registrar-General’s office. 


“Room 36.” 


The other interior of interest on this 
floor is known as Room 36, which 
faces towards the Strand. As will 
be seen from the plan, a partition 
runs longitudinally through three 
rooms to provide a passageway, an 
expedient to overcome Chambers’s 
indifferent planning, This partition 
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was almost the height of the rooms, 
but has now been greatly reduced to 
reveal the proportions and to afford 
a fine view of the complete ceiling. 
This consists of a circular central 
wheel- like panel, the inner ring, 
four radiating compartments and 
outer ring and spandrels of which are 
enriched with figures and scrollwork 
in low-relief; rectangular sections at 
the ends are sub-divided into squares 
and circles with light enrichment, the 
whole making a graceful and delicate 
composition. This ceiling was badly 
damaged and shaken, and had to be 
tied back to the joists every two feet. 
After years of accretion of distemper 
had been cleaned away by a special 
method, repairs to the delicate plaster 
decorations of the centre panel were 
carried out in situ by Messrs. Rudd 
and Tanner. This work, particularly 
in the large outer circular moulding, 
which is filled with much beautiful 
non-repetitive detail, has been done 
with great skill; the spirit of the origi- 
nal work has been fully preserved and 
it is impossible to tell new from old. 
Much other work was done in this 
room by M.o.W. direct labour: the 
carved mouldings round the archi- 
traves of windows and doors and all 
overdoors- were taken down and 
pickled off, as was done in the other 
rooms, and the walls and ceiling, 
repainted in cream. The marble 
surrounds to the fireplaces were also 
cleaned. Some well-designed indirect 
lighting bowls in modelled plaster 
have been added to the walls.

leading to a graceful, semi - circular 
stone staircase (a double feature which 
is repeated on the other side of the 
loggia) has been repaired and re- 
painted, the columns being in a flat- 
finish biscuit and the enrichments and 
the ceiling in white. 


The Old Academy Room. 


One of the most interesting interiors 
in the whole of Somerset House is the 
old Academy Room, situated centrally 
on top of the northern block. It may 
be recalled that when George III came 
to the throne in 1760 he began to 
encourage the cultivation of the arts, 
and in 1768, on the petition of twenty- 
two leading artists, he approved the 
foundation of The Royal Academy of 
Arts in London “for ‘the purpose of 
cultivating and improving the arts of 
painting, sculpture and architecture.” 
The schools were opened on January 2, 
1768, in some rooms in Pall Mall, and 
the first exhibition was opened in the 
same place on April 26, when Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, the first President, 
delivered the first of his famous 
“Discourses.” Somerset House was 
built under an Act of Parliament of 
1775 to provide government offices and 
accommodation for the learned 
societies. The Royal Academy took 
possession of its new quarters in 
Somerset House in 1780 and its first 
exhibition there was held in 1781. 
Cipriani and Angelica Kauffmann, 
who enriched Somerset House with 
their art, were,. it may be recalled, 
founder members of The Royal 
Academv. and Sir William Chambers. 
also a founder member, was its first 
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The Registrar-General’s office (Room 33). 


treasurer. The Academy Room, 
a fine, open, well-lit interior, 
which is now used as an 
office, will be familiar to 
many readers from Thomas 
Malton’s delightful aquatint of 
it. The Academy transferred to 
Trafalgar Square in 1837 and to 
Burlington House in 1870. The 
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old room in Somerset House 
remains much as it was, and has 
been re-painted, the gallery and 
wall panelling a deep buff and 
the remainder generally  off- 
white. ¥

the existing war-damaged laundry 
and to provide an enlarged loading bay 
as well as additional office accommo- 
dation. 


The construction is of solid walls 
faced externally with Crowborough 
stock bricks. The floors and coved 
skirtings of the offices, which occupy : 
the first floor over the loading bay, 
are in Granwood, while the loading bay 
has a granolithic floor specially treated 
to prevent dust, and hardened to with- 
stand the passage of heavy trolleys 
and laundry baskets. Walls through- 
out are fair-faced, painted, and windows 
are standard metal casements. The 
roof over the offices is in reinforced 
concrete and is covered with asphalt 
and insulated with 2 in. of cork. The 
cantilevered canopy over the loading 
bay is also in reinforced concrete, as is 
the staircase. The new floor to the 
laundry is in Jarrah hardwood.

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Two Experimental 
Houses at Stanmore

MPHESE two houses at Stanmore, 
Middlesex, have been built by 
Messrs. Radiation, Ltd., to designs 
prepared by Mr. A. W. Kenyon, 
C.B.E., F.R.LB.A., M.T.P.L, to de- 
velop and demonstrate new methods 
for whole house heating. 

Generally, the construction of the 
two houses is normal and traditional, 
but insulation has been provided to 
conform with the Egerton standards 
(Post-War Building Studies No. 19). 

The outer wall is of customary brick 
construction, but the inner is built of 
multi-cavity blocks. A fibreglass quilt 
completely covers the ceiling joists. 

The introduction of whole house 
heating has provided the opportunity 
for a certain freedom in planning. 

The ground floor area, apart from 
the kitchen, is left open as a single 
living space, receiving natural light 
from both sides. Also it has been 
possible to include the staircase as part 
of the living-room and so increase the 
useful space. In one of the pair of 
houses direct access to the living-room 
is gained from the front entrance. 
Well-fitting doors and windows with 
draught excluders are considered a de- 
sirable adjunct if the best conditions 
are to be attained. 

The kitchen equipment is all built-in 
and comprises a gas cooker, refrigera- 
tor, china and broom cupboards, etc. 
Extraction ducts have been fitted to 
provide ventilation in the kitchen and 
remove all odours of cooking. Hot 
water is available in each of the two 
houses; the first is supplied by a low- 
consumption storage water heater and 
the second draws on a solid-fuel cabi- 
net heater during winter and on a gas- 
heated circulator during summer. 

For experimental purposes only, two 
heating systems have been installed in 
each of the houses. By operating them 
alternately, all four may be examined 
and demonstrated. 

(a) Forced Warm Air System using 
Radiation Gas Chimney Furnace.—I\n 
this system the air is drawn by fan 
from the landing down through the 
heater and ducted to each room, the 
air being discharged at floor level in 
each case. The duct and register areas 
are so balanced as to give the same 
mean temperature in every room. 

(b) Forced Warm Air System using 
Radiation Solid-Fuel Cabinet Heater. 
—In this system air is drawn by an 
electric fan from the living-room and 
first-floor landing, passed up through 
the heater, warmed and delivered to 
the living-room and dining space 
through high-level registers (7 ft. above 
the floor) and to bedrooms and bath- 
toom through floor-level registers. 

Similar mean temperature conditions 
may be maintained as in the case of 
the forced warm air system using the 
gas chimney furnace, 

(c) Warm Air Panel System—This 
system requires a special _first- 
floor construction. Reinforced con- 
sete beams of U section, with sus-

pended ceilings for ground-floor 
rooms, form channels along which is 
passed the air which has been heated 
by the solid-fuel cabinet heater. 
Lateral flow is permitted by provid- 
ing 2-in. diameter holes in the side 
web of the concrete beams. From this 
interspace the air is passed down ducts 
in the party wall and returned in floor 
ducts to the heater for reheating and

recirculation along the channels. 

In this case the rooms on the first 
floor are heated by conduction 
through the floors, while the living- 
room and dining space are heated by 
low temperature radiation from the 
ceiling and wall. The bedroom tem- 
perature may be “topped up” by 
opening the floor registers which com- 
municate with the floor interspace. 
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The living-room of the first of the Stanmore houses,

(d) Hot Water Radiator Systen— 
This system is installed for compari- 
son with the various warmed air 
methods. The radiator system is 
operated from gas circulators (to be 
used in the experimental period only) 
connected in parallel.

a the oldest industry in the 
world and the Ministry is the oldest, and 
is to-day the largest building organisation 
in the country. : 
en the whole of its long history 
the functions of the Department have 
been substantially to design, erect and 
maintain the buildings of the Crown. Its 
scope has changed with the development 
of the art and machinery of Government 
and, in recent years, activities have been 
' expanded in many directions. I need 
hardly say that the number of staff has 
notably increased with the growth of 
duties and increased volume of work. 
The number reached its peak in 1946 
with a total of over 21,000. I am glad 
to say that the numbers have since been 
steadily reduced and are now 18,200. 
Numbers will continue to vary with the 
volume of work, but it is perhaps hardly 
to be expected that we shall revert to 
the position in the eighteenth-century 
when the staff consisted of 33 persons, 
or to the state of affairs in 1815 when 
the Surveyor-General reported that 
attendance at the office was required on 
only one day in the week. 

At one time the Ministry of Works 
came into contact with the building in- 
dustry almost solely in its capacity as 
a Government building department. To- 
day the Ministry of Works is not only a 
contract department on a larger scale 
than ever before, but in addition its 
responsibilities include duties in connec- 
tion with the control of the national 
building programme, the organisation 
and development of the building 
industry, building research and the pro- 
duction and distribution and pricing of 
building materials. 

It may be asked why the Government 
should concern itself with these matters 
at all and why we should not go back 
to the pre-war position, when the 
Government confined itself, in the main, 
to the provision of social services to 
meet the risks of economic and indus- 
trial life. 

_I do not think we in this country are 
likely to be content again with the 
Negative satisfactions of the period 
before the war, when it could be said 
_ wih some pride that our unemployment 

Insurance scheme was the best in the 
world. We are sometimes apt to forget 
that in 1938, when the labour force in 
the industry was almost at the same level 
as It Is now, unemployment in September, 
1938—only 11 years ago—was 14.3 in 
building and 38.6 in public works con- 
‘acting. In winter months, the per- 
centages were much higher. We should, 
I am sure, agree that industry and 
Government should co-operate in en- 
suring, as far as possible, that such a 
Situation does not occur again and that 
those engaged in industry can rely on 
sability in making plans for the future. 





summary of Sir 
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Sir Harold Emmerson on the Industry’s Problems 


The Government is, however, also con- 
cerned with the overload on the industry 
and with the amount of money spent on 
capital equipment. It is a striking fact 
that if one looks at the expenditure by 
this country on its capital equipment 
such as railways, rolling stock and 
equipment, ships, electricity stations, 
gasworks, roads, schools, houses, fac- 
tories and public buildings, more than 
half is on constructional work under- 
taken by the building and civil en- 
gineering industries. That money has to 
be found out of savings, whether in the 
form of taxation or of voluntary savings 
and company reserves. It is clear that 
the Government is likely, for a long 
time to come, to take an active interest 
in the way in which this vast expendi- 
ture, amounting to an annual rate of 
over £900 million, is spent in the 


national interest. 

Indeed, I think the time has now 
passed when the broad interest of 
Government in the affairs of an industry 
as important as building calls for ex- 
position or invites argument.  Indus- 
trialists generally recognise that Govern- 
ment has a part to play in economic 
affairs, particularly in the difficult 
situation which faces this country for 
some years ahead. The matters which 
are still the subject of argument are re- 
lated to the extent of detailed control. 
Here again the present Government has 
indicated its intention to ease the 
detailed controls as soon as it is satis- 
fied that controls can be eased without 
detriment to the public interest. 

I propose, therefore, to refer first to 
the arrangements for deciding the 
amount of money for building work 
which can be set aside in the country’s 
housekeeping for investment, capital 
works and equipment; and, secondly, 
how within the limits set by this house- 
keeping account resources of men and 
materials in the building industry are put 
to the best uses. Later I will say some- 
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about the services which the 


thing 
Government is trying to render to the 
building industry to improve efficiency 
and organisation and so to reduce costs. 


Capital Investment. 

There is little I need say on the generai 
determination of the share of the money 
available for capital investment which is 
apportioned to the building and civil 
engineering industries in view of the 
very full statements which are published 
Periodicaily in the form of White 
Papers. I must, however, emphasise 
that at this stage the building programme 
is one of many claimants. Following 
the damage done by the war, the post- 
ponement of maintenance and replace- 
ment of capital goods and the need in 
many cases for improving equipment if 
we are to hold our own as an industrial 
nation, each claimant seems to have ani 
overwhelming case for a bigger share of 
the money available. What, however, 
we have to recognise is that the money 
available for capital investment is limited 
and we have, as a country, to weigh in 
the balance the claims of such ser- 
vices as fuel and power, transport and 
communications, defence, shipbuilding, 
as well as house and factory building, in 
order to make sure that one service is 
keeping in step with the rest, and again. 
that we. are making the best possible use 
of limited resources. It is for this 
reason that the capital investraent pro- 
gramme is examined and settled through 
the planning organisation attached to the 
Treasury and not by any one of the 
executive departments which have an 
interest in the final result. 


Allocation of Materials. 


Having settled on broad lines the 
amount of the national income which 
can be spent on building and civil en- 
gineering programme, the next stage is 
to determine how much of the materials 
in short supply, particularly timber and 
steel, can be allocated between the 
different claimants. This is a difficult 
and somewhat painful process, as each 
department’s demands have to be 
examined on their merits, and in rela- 
tion to general Government policy, and

from the practical point of view to 
determine whether the demand is 
reasonable in relation to the work which 
has to be done. In view of the many 
conflicting demands it always surprises 
me that a solution is eventually found 
which is acceptable to all parties. The 
secret is, of course, that all parties are 
brought to a realisation of the part each 
has to play’ in the national programme 
and that compromise is essential in 
order to reach finality. The process is 
essentially one of “give and take” be- 
tween persons who, while standing up 
for their own rights, are ready to act 
reasonably in considering the rights of 
others. 


Headquarters Building Committee. 

In the light of decisions reached re- 
garding the money available for building 
and the allocation of materials, it is the 
function of a Departmental Committee, 
known as the Headquarters Building 
Committee, to settle further details of 
the building programme and the recon- 
ciliation of demands both on _ scarce 
materials and on available resources of 
labour and working capacity. The 
Headquarters Building Committee gives 
general guidance on policy but central 
control of a detailed programme would 
soon land us in trouble and it is for the 
regional building committees to see that 
the programmes of work in the regions 
proceed in an orderly way and with due 
regard to priorities. Perhaps their main 
value lies in their duty of seeing that 
more work is not started than local 
resources of the industry can cope with. 
This means that no project of any size 
can be started until regional committees 
or regional directors of the Ministry of 
Works have given a starting date. 


Licensing System. 

The instrument by which these starting 
date decisions are implemented is. of 
course, the licensing system. Under this 
a licence is required from the Ministry 
of Works for any work on a particular 
set of premises costing more than £1,000 
in a calendar year for industrial, edu- 
cational, agricultural and large storage 
or office buildings, or £100 for other 
types of property. Similarly, | local 


authorities and public utilities have to 
obtain an authorisation from the appro- 
priate department for any new work cost- 
ing more than £1,000. The Ministry of 
Works and the authorising departments, 
and also Government departments when 
they are placing contracts for direct 
Government work which does not re- 
quire either licence or authorisation, 
Observe the starting dates laid down 
under the authority of the Headquarters 
Building Committee. In this way the 
building and civil engineering resources 
of the country are, so far as possible, 
concentrated on work which is con- 
sidered to be more essential in the 
national interest, and less essential work 
is kept to a minimum. Without this 
system not only men and materials but 
also part of the country’s savings might 
easily be spent wastefully at a time when 
we must husband our resources. Further- 
more, the pressure of demand on the 
available resources would inevitably 
tend to force up the cost of construc- 
tional work. The industry is now work- 
ing to capacity and if restrictions were 
entirely lifted, there would be no rush 
of new building. The only hope of 
getting more building done is to increase 
efficiency and productivity on the job 
with better organisation all round. 

Sir Harold then gave details of the 
machinery for consultation purposes 
existing between the Ministry of Works 
and the different sections of the industry 
and mentioned the Building Material Pro- 
ducers’ Council; the National Federations 
of Building and Civil Engineering Em- 
ployers and Operatives operating through 
the National Consultative Council which 
also includes representatives of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects and the 
Institution of Civil Engineers; the 
Advisory Committee of Specialists and 
Sub-contractors; the Building Appren- 


ticeship and Training Council; the 
Advisory Council on Research and 
Development and the regional joint 


committees on which building employers 
and operatives are represented. He con- 
tinued :— ;

I hope we shall eventually be able to se 
the development of university education 
for those engaged in or intending to enter 
the building industry and this would tk 
in line with the recommendations of the 
Advisory Council on Scientific Policy 
The building industry should be one of 
the first to take advantage of additional 
facilities in higher technological education 
of the university type. | Outstandingly 
good men do not exist in large number 
in any walk of life and the building indus 
try must see that it gets its share. This 
raising of the standards of qualification 
for those engaged in management and 
supervision is essentially a long-term 
process, but it is supremely important 
and the industry is rightly becoming i 
creasingly concerned. with this. 

Other examples of services which ar 
being rendered, largely through Gover 
ment initiative, are the work of standar¢: 
isation of building materials, the valuable 
work undertaken by the Codes of Prac 
tice Committees in collaboration will 
technical institutions and the assistance 
given by the Department in connectio 
with schemes of costing, site records and 


mechanisation. ! 


Site Organisation. 

We have found that site organisatiot 
alone can make a big contribution t 
efficiency and the reduction of costs. I! 
is difficult enough to plan work in a fac 
tory so as-to save time and labour. I 
is more difficult still for the builder, wh 
has to work in the open in all weather 
on a succession of sites each differet! 
from the last. Even so, it has bet 
shown that certain basic principles at 
conditions apply to all sites and there 5 
an increasing awareness of such matte 
as site organisation, costing, the value 0 
good supervision, mechanisation and the 
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avoidance of fatigue and tedium on the 
job. On these matters the industry can 
benefit from its own experience and it is 
hoped the larger firms will pass on their 
knowledge to others. I believe the Min- 
jstry of Works can help the industry 
in spreading knowledge on such matters 
as well as on the results of research, and 
we are proposing to experiment on a 
small scale with an information service 
for builders and others. 


Research. 

One of the most important services 
rendered to the industry through Govern- 
ment aid is in connection with building 
research. The process of testing and ex- 
perimenting On building jobs has, of 
course, been a continuous process within 
the industry itself, but organised research 
is a comparatively recent development. 
For many years the Building Research 
Station has undertaken fundamental re- 
search and their work constitutes a large 
and important fund of knowledge which 
is available to the industry. You will 
find in the first report of the Advisory 
Council on Building Research and De- 
velopment an account of the very com- 
prehensive programme of research which 
is in progress, and I would specially call 
your attenfion to the new approach in 
the study of physical and functional re- 
quirements of buildings as distinct from 
research into materials and structures. 
This new approach was made largely as a 
result of the initiative of scientists on the 
Scientific Advisory Committee. I believe 
the results of the experiments now in hand 
will be of great significance to architects 
and to the users of buildings. 

We must bear in mind that scientific 
research is a continuous process and we 
can rarely hope for spectacular results. 
Research is, however. now proceeding 
on a much wider field and includes ex- 
amination of new or important materials, 
such as pre-stressed concrete, and new 
methods of construction, such as the 
Schindler house, and the development 
of machines. There is no doubt that the 
scientist brings a new outlook to the ex- 
amination of building problems and can 
contribute a great deal in the scientific 
examination not only of qualities of 
materials and the testing of structures 
but also in the requirements of buildings, 
the economies of building and the ex- 
amination of human problems in the in- 
dustry. 

My experience of the scientist is that 
he does not claim a greater right over 
anyone else in making a final decision, 
but he does claim that the decision when 
it is taken should be based on ascertained 
facts and should not be dependent on pre- 
judice, mere tradition or authority. 
What we are sometimes up against is 
what Sir John Russell referred to in his 
recent address to the British Association 
as “the conflict between the needs of 
efficiency and the human reluctance to 
change.” 


PUBLICITY FOR RESEARCH.—The 
Advisory Council on Building Research, 
as well as the Advisory Council on Scien- 
tific Policy under the chairmanship of 
Sir Henry Tizard, has placed very great 
emphasis on the need for bringing the re- 
sults of research quickly and in practical 
form to all concerned, so that every sec- 
tion of those engaged in building opera- 
tions is aware of the most important con- 
clusions reached by the research worker. 

Is is, I believe, one of the most import- 
ant functions which a Government. de- 
partment can perform. In the case of 
the building industry, the Ministry of 
Works is taking very active steps to pro- 
duce in simple and practical form pub- 
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lications which can be of interest and 
value to every progressive builder and, 
indeed, to foremen and craftsmen. Many 
of you will be aware of the exhibitions, 
films and lecture programmes which the 
Department has arranged. There is a 
growing interest in the use of building 
plant and equipment and we have endea- 
voured to foster this interest by exhibi- 
tions of building plant throughout the 
country. I wish more architects would 
visit these plant exhibitions. On the 
whole the results of this effort have been 
encouraging, but much remains to be 
done to develop mechanisation. 

I am glad to say that the professional 
organisations and the National Federa- 
tions of Building Employers and Opera- 
tives are taking an increasing interest 
in the application of research results 
and it is hoped that those employed in 
all branches of the industry will follow 
their lead by discussing how scientific 
knowledge can be applied to building 
problems. In this matter I do not think 
enough credit has been given to building 
employers and operatives for the way in 
which they have readily adopted new 
methods including the use of machines, 
once they are convinced that they are 
worthwhile. The Advisory Council has 
pointed out that it is not a question of 
trying to overcome organised resistance 
to the introduction of new methods. It is 
a question of reaching out to individuals 
so as to bring new methods to their notice 
and of persuading them to make effec- 
tive use of the results of research. How 
to reduce this time lag is a matter of 
increasing urgency in view of the eco- 
nomic situation and the importance of 
reducing costs. 


Cost oF SERVIcES.—AIl these Govern- 
ment services cost money and they are 
not being provided just to give occupa- 
tion to a lot of bureaucrats. The rate 
of expenditure on organised research is 
about a million pounds a year, of which 
about £700,000 is provided by the 
Government. We are spending at the 
rate of £30,000 a year on exhibitions and 
publicity. Our staff costs in the Ministry 
of Works on the services generally are 
about £150,000 a year. 

These are comparatively small sums in 
relation to the total annual expenditure 
on building work. Hitherto the industry 
has not been able itself to organise re- 
search on a large scale or to set up an 
organisation to make known more widely 
the developments in technique and 
methods. Such steps would be difficult 
for an industry composed of so many 
individual firms of such varying size and 
resources. It is because the industry 
itself does not run such services that we 
are trying to fill the gap. The services 
are, of course, all directed to the ques- 
tion of efficiency, productivity and re- 
duced costs, and it is up to the industry 
to use them. It is for industry to say 
if they are getting value for money and 
to see that they do get value for money. 


Productivity. 

This brings me to the question of 
productivity, about which there is much 
talk. There is no doubt that output per 
man in the building industry is below 
the pre-war level. The Girdwood Com- 
mittee set the loss in’ productivity in 
house building in 1947 as compared with 
pre-war at 30 per cent., so that man- 
hours required for the same amount of 
work rose by 45 per cent. Up to the 
end of 1947, difficulties in supplies of 
material and general overloading of the 
industry contributed to the fall in out- 
put. Both these difficulties have now 
been substantially overcome. 
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It seems likely that incentive payments 
will help. Un November, 1947, the 
industry made provision in its industrial 
agreement for the intreduction of incen- 
tive schemes on building sites and works. 
The National Federation’ of Building 
Trades’ Employers has recently issued a 
booklet “Application of Incentive Pay- 
ments to Building Works” which con- 
tains particulars of schemes that have 
been applied by some of its members. 
The system of incentive payments was 
introduced for an experimental period of 
two years and is due to be reviewed by 
the industry at the end of this year. 
Meanwhile we have been engaged in 
the Ministry on a Pilot Survey on Produc- 
tivity. It is too early to draw final con- 
clusions, but the results so far show a 
substantial improvement in productivity 
on those sites where incentive schemes 
have been introduced. 

It may be that the team of experts 
who recently visited America under the 
auspices of the Anglo-American Produc- 
tivity Council will be able to tell us 
how this problem of productivity is 
tackled in the United States. In this 
connection I read in a recent report: 

“We have the knowledge, the 
materials and the desire. What we 
need now is greater co-operation of 
all factors—business, labour, Govern- 
ment and education—to step up the 
rate of production.” : ; 

That was said of building, not in this 
country, but in the United States. We 
can, at least, take heart from the fact 
that this problem of productivity is not 
peculiar to the sterling area. 

Certainly efficiency, increased produc- 
tivity and reduction in costs go together. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
repeatedly called attention to the need 
to get our export prices down to a point 
which enables us to improve our position 
in the export markets. He has urged 
that costs must be cut down by increasing 
our efficiency of production. This applies 
with equal force to the building industry 
whose products are a first charge on all 
industry. This need to increase produc- 
tion and to cut costs is one which the 
building industry must make its own 
particular responsibility. A great deal 
rests on the client in deciding on his 
requirements and keeping to his 
decisions. As regards the industry itself, 
I do not think we can await any sudder: 
revelation or expect to find any magic 
formula or nostrum. What is needed is 
an attitude of mind. Efficiency can be 
improved and costs reduced only by 
patient attention, at every stage, to better 
organisation and the elimination of 
waste. The main responsibility rests upon 
the professions, especially the architect, 
upon management and upon the opera- 
tive. The scientist, through research, 
can contribute something, but science 
alone is helpless. Knowledge must be 
applied in order to be made useful. 
Whatever the results of scientific research 
efficiency of production will not be 
increased and costs reduced unless the 
architects, management and the opera- 
tives co-operate fully at all stages both 
in applying new methods and ideas where 
possible and in applying old and well- 
tried methods in a better way. 

We find in our own Government 
building organisation that to keep down 
costs the first step is to ensure that our 
client departments keep to the plans 
once they are approved. The architects 
are in the key position and it is for 
them to see that their plans and specifi- 
cations are prepared with an eye to Costs 
and efficient methods of working, as well 
as the rightness of the building for its

purpose and environment. Management 
must see that the organisation and the 
methods of work on the site are abs 
efficient as possible and conducive to 
maximum production. The operatives 
must be ready to co-operate with manage- 
ment and to give of their best. 

We gain nothing collectively if one 
section of an organisation seeks an alibi 
at the expense of another. 


Improving Efficiency. 


Having said all this, let me hasten to 
add that it is not my réle as a public 
servant to tell industry what it should 
do or not do. I have merely tried to 
review the present state of the industry 
and [| have called attention to some of 
the problems which seem to me in present 
circumstances to be fundamentally the 
same as those of many other industries, 
and indeed of any large organisation 
including a Government department. We 
in the Ministry of Works have the same 
problem of how to improve efficiency, 
Increase production and reduce costs 
with the minimum use of resources. Per- 
haps I can best indicate my approach by 
putting a series of questions which I 
have applied to our own organisation 
in the Ministry of Works. 

The first is to ask if all members of 
the team are working together and have 
they confidence in one another? By 
members of the team I mean, first, those 
responsible for policy and for building 
programmes and for financial control: 
the professional men—architects, engin- 
eers, surveyors and _ specialists; the 
scientists who can contribute both to 
immediate problems and to the examina- 
tion of fundamental questions affecting 
the use of buildings and, therefore, of 
their design; those who have to work 
to the specifications: and those who are 
using the article which is produced in 
the shape of a building. 

It seems to me that one of the most 
difficult problems in any organisation is 
how to secure concerted action by all 
these interrelated and _ interdependent 
interests in promoting efficiency and 


reducing costs. Danger lies in regard- 
ing them as separate entities each con- 





centrating on its own difficulties or 
interests. This danger is increased by 
the multitude of specialist groups. I am 
sure still more needs to be done in bring- 
ing together at all levels representatives 
of the professions, of management, of 
operatives, of science, and of Govern- 
ment departments so that on the one 
hand we know as much as is possible 
of each other’s point of view and of 
each other’s difficulties, and on the other 
hand that we do our work in the realisa- 
tion that we are all working towards one 
common objective. 

My second question is directed spe- 
cially to management. Again, although 
conditions in the building industry are 
perhaps different from those of any other 
industry, it does not follow that certain 
fundamental problems of management 
are different. Should more be done to 
develop a sense of the function of 
management in its wider aspects of study- 
ing methods of planning and controlling 
an organisation; personnel relations and 
methods of joint consultation; the best 
use of men, money and materials in 
times of shortage and financial stringency; 
incentives; selection, training and educa- 
tion of men who can make good 
supervisors and become future leaders? 
I was very glad to see the articles in 
The Builder on various types of organisa- 
tion of a building firm, and I am sure 
that studies of that kind are worth while. 
I find that the overhaul of an organisa- 
tion is a perpetual process to see where 
efficiency can be improved, and those 
engaged in management have to take a 
wide vision and look beyond the con- 
fines of the daily routine of a particular 
unit. These, as I say, are questions 
which I address to those responsible for 
gerviceg in my own department, so I 
can perhaps put them to you without 
offence. 

One of the great values of this Build- 
ing Week is to bring together all those 
who are concerned with building so that 
such problems as these can be brought 
to the surface. We also have here a 
practical demonstration of the life and 
vigour of an industry on which so much 
of the progress of the country depends. 
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Building Education 


(CURRENT aspects of building edu. 


tion and training were describe 
by Mr. G. O. Swayne, M.I1.0.B., a pag. 
president of the Southern Counties Fede. 
ration of Building Trades Employers ang 
chairman of its Apprenticeship and Edy. 
cation Committee in the course of q 
paper read at Tunbridge Wells Building 
Week on September 20. Mr. Georg: 
Tomlinson, M.P., Minister of Education, 
presided. 

Mr. Swayne began by referring to the 
serious illness of Mr. Anthony Peyman, 
O.B.E., for whom he was deputising, and 
said that Mr. Peyman was an acknoy- 
ledged authority on the subject before 
them and there could be no doubt that 
his illness was largely due to overstrain 
in promoting a cause so close to his 
heart. ¢ 

Following is a “summary 
Swayne’s subsequent remarks :— 

In the Southern Counties “ Report on 
Higher Education and _ Training for 
Management in the Building Industry,” 
it is stated that “whatever credit the 
building industry can rightfully take to 
itself for its achievements over the past 
fifty years or so in material progress, it 
can lay no claim to having been abreast 
of the times in the matter of education 
for those who intend to spend a lifetime 
in the industry, whether in one of the 
craft occupations or in the administra- 
tive ranks.” This may seem a sweeping 
condemnation of others, but as a gene- 
ralisation I suggest its self-criticism is a 
healthy acceptance of the modern ‘im- 
portance of technical school education 
too long unrecognised by an_ industry 
offering declining opportunity for ade- 
quate education at the job in step with 
advancing technique and practice. 

This Report in itself is a small reply 
to the criticisms it makes, in that it con- 
structively endeavours to show the way 
forward, but it is not, of course, the 
only one which has been written on the 
subject. Some of you will remember 
that produced by the Institute of Builders 
in 1930, and you will naturally be aware 
of the ground covered in reports emanat- 
ing from the Government. 

Happily, during recent years, there 
has been a great awakening to the 
vital need for a widespread and sus- 
tained revival of a well-ordered system 
of apprenticeship and training if the 
building crafts are to be evolved without 
loss of tradition in the service of future 
generations. So, as a result of the en- 
thusiastic and self-sacrificing work of a 
few enlightened individuals, a national 
scheme of apprenticeship was jointly 
agreed and inaugurated by the Federa- 
tions of Building Trades Employers ané 
Operatives in January, 1943. I think it 
is worthy of note that this scheme, 
launched in the middle of the most de- 
vastating war in our history, was indica- 
tive of inherent faith in our victorious 
emergence from the conflict, and in the 
post-war recovery of our country. 

The then Minister of Works had te- 
ceived an interim report from the Central 
Council for Works and Buildings on 
the apprentice position and, following 
further recommendations on “ Training 
for the Building Industry,” the Building 
Apprenticeship and Training Council 
was set up in June, 1943. Here I feel 
that it is suitable to acknowledge the 
valuable contribution made by certain 
well-known figures, who may be de- 
scribed as being “of the industry, and 
not in it”—notably to Sir Malcolm 
Trustram Eve, the first chairman of the 
B.A.T.C.; to Mr. E. J. Rimmer, its first 
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secretary; to Mr. F. E. Drury; and also 
to Sir George Gater, who, in succession 
to Sir Malcolm Trustram Eve, brought to 
the chairmanship his great educational 
experience. 

Benefiting from experience gained in 
the use of the first scheme, both sides of 
the industry adopted in 1945 the revised 
National Apprenticeship Scheme. This 
Scheme, although reflecting the tradi- 
tional and vital craft training which our 
industry needs, despite changes in tech- 
nique, is still in its infancy, but the ex- 
perience of the last six years shows that 
the system we have evolved is funda- 
mentally sound. Changes in points of 
detail may be, and no doubt will be, 
found necessary. Consideration is, in 
fact, being given at the present time to 
the questions which have arisen in prac- 
tice and to the continuing need for 
recruiting good, intelligent young men 
for craftsmen. No satisfactory alterna- 
tive method to educating our crafts- 
men in the schools with comple- 
mentary training in industry has been 
evolved in the modern practice of our 
industry, nor, in my opinion, is it likely 
there will be. 


Economic Circumstances a Handicap. 


Unfortunately, post-war economic cir- 
cumstances have not provided the best 
conditions for craft training. Had it not 
been for the most willing co-operation of 
the Ministry of Education and of local 
education authorities in arranging facili- 
ties (often under great difficulties) for 
part-time day-release courses and even- 
ing classes, which have invaluably sup- 
plemented the limited craft training 
offered by current industrial employ- 
ment, the Apprenticeship Scheme might 
not have been the undoubted success it 
is proving to be 

I think it could be fairly said that the 
Apprenticeship Scheme can be likened to 
a well-found ship, which has_ been 
safely launched and: is now sailing on 
the high seas. It has a_ well-trained 
loyal crew and experienced officers, but 
it is not yet under full sail, for the winds 
are contrary and the seas rough. The 
adverse winds, against which our ship 
is making headway, arise not only from 
post-war economic conditions, standard- 
isation of design, prefabrication, spec- 
ialisation and a lack of continuity of 
suitable work, but also, in my opinion. 
from flaws in the general structure of 
our industry. Here I have in mind three 
things in particular—the unrestricted 
nature of the competitive system; un- 
qualified registration. of builders; and 
payment-by-results, or incentives as it is 
loosely named, or, as some of us would 
say, piece-work. 

The training of young men to be good 
craftsmen and good citizens is a worth 
while end in itself, as it leads them to a 
happier and fuller life. The mainten- 
ance of the traditional skill of our crafts- 
men and the application of their skill to 
new methods, made possible by the wide- 
spread extension and elevation of tech- 
nical knowledge, will permeate the in- 
dustry, raise its status and enhance its 
service. Whilst it has to be recognised 
that training must be related to the needs 
of those who will be craftsmen, it has 
also to be kept clearly in mind that other 
Opportunities on an orderly basis must 

made available to those of the young 
men who show different aptitudes and 
capacities. Thus the educational system 
we would endeavour to apply to the in- 
dustry is one in which there is oppor- 
tunity for advancement for those who 
are able to take advantage of it. There 
are courses and examinations for the 
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apprentice who expects to be a crafts- 
man, and other courses and examinations 
for those who start with a different ex- 
pectation of employment, or who demon- 
Strate, as they develop, aptitude for ad- 
ministrative or executive responsibility. 
This is all to the good, but it is very 
important that courses for the craft ap- 
prentice should not overlap or be con- 
fused with those in preparation for other 
employments in the industry. 


Education of Potential Leaders. 

Craft apprenticeship is, however, only 
part of the problem of building educa- 
tion and training. Important and vital 
though it is to educate and train our 
craftsmen, it is no less important to 
attend to the education and training of 
those of potential promise as the execu- 
tive and administrative leaders and 
organisers of their production. This 
fact has been recognised by the National 
Federation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers, for when it became apparent 
after the war that there was a dangerous 
shortage of trained general foremen, the 
Federation, in co-operation with the 
foremen’s associations, devised a system 
of short-term foremanship courses. 
Here again the industry is indebted to the 
Ministry of Education, and to the 
governors and principals of technical 
colleges, for providing facilities at very 
short notice for these courses in a num- 
ber of centres in London and _ the 
provinces. 

In addition to craft apprenticeship and 
the training of foremen, attention has 
been focussed upon the education and 
training of the builder himself and of 
his technical, supervisory and managerial 
staff, and this is evidenced in the recently 
published “Report on Higher Educa- 
tion” by the Southern Counties Regional 
Federation, to which I have previously 
referred, which you may know has 
already led to the setting up of the 
scholarships envisaged in the Report. 

One’s conception of what is necessary 
for such senior education, and what may 
be required, particularly in the future, 
is very much governed by one’s concep- 
tion of building generally and the part 
the builder himself should play. 

J would suggest that building is unique 
in that it is at one and the same time a 
fine art; a highly technical science; and 
a series of diversified and skilled trades. 
This seems to have been overlooked 
during the past two or three years, during 
which the building industry has been 
subjected to a barrage of criticism by 
economists, journalists, politicians and 
others, who invariably try to compare 
building with mass-production industries 
manufacturing goods in self-contained 
factories on the conveyor-belt system. 

Building, however, differs fundament- 
ally from many industries and vocations. 
Its product is immovable and, to vary- 
ing degrees, permanent; its variation in 
design and detail is wide; the location of 
its production is not constant and its 
materials and equipment are multi- 
farious. Building ~provides for man, his 
home, church, school, place of work and 
hospital—and the centres for his recrea- 
tion, amusement and culture. The de- 
sign and construction of his buildings 
mirror the cultural, ethical and spiritual 
standards of his age. Conversely they 
have a day-to-day influence for good or 
ill on his material welfare and spiritual 
expression. 

I have no doubt you will not disagree 
with me when I deplore the tendency 
in this materialistic age to standardise 
everything—building included. But we 
must have faith that our people will not 
be content to accept utility bui'ding in- 
definitely and that there will be a re- 
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vival of an appreciation of things of 
beauty, grace and charm. 

At this point, the question may be 
posed—What, then, is a builder? I have 
no doubt that most well-established and 
bona-fide builders feel that they know 
the answer to this question, but perhaps 
those outside the industry feel they know 
best of all! In point of fact, no simple 
definition will embrace all in the in- 
dustry who are entitled to claim. the 
designation of builder, or who do so 
without title in the opinion of many of 
us. Building firms vary considerably in 
size and in the type of work they under- 
take from the large national contractor, 
emp!oying hundreds of men, to the small 
local jobbing builder. But whether, as 
in the former case, the management is 
departmentalised, or in the latter, the 
builder is a maid-of-all-work—provided 
he possesses the necessary qualifications 
to perform the service the community re- 
quires of him with proficiency and hon- 
esty, I suggest that he is entitled to style 
himself and be recognised as a builder- 
It must be remembered that our concep- 
tion of the builder is relatively modern 
and that until some 200 years ago the 
terms “architect” and “ builder” were 
synonymous. It can be broadly stated 
that the functions now performed by the 
builder are a combination of parts of the 
former functions of the architect and of 
the master craftsman. Unfortunately, 
there has been a decline in the standard 
of education of the builder and a con- 
sequent deterioration in his status, and 
this has been aggravated by the master- 
and-servant attitude expressed by the 
terms of building contracts. As I have 
said, the builder provides an essential 
service to the nation, for which he takes 
his profit or makes his loss according 
to his technical knowledge and ability in 
the management of building production, 
but it cannot be said that the State, the 
industry, the allied professions or the 
public, make any proper insistence upon 
evidence of a builder’s professional corn- 
petence, and it cannot be said that there 
is a generally accepted or applied test 
for admission to practice as a builder or 
of recognition of competence—rather it 
must be admitted that the industry is 
“wide open” to all comers. 


The Master Builder. 


I suppose it would be generally 
accepted that the essential qualifications 
of a master builder (and of his senior 
staff) are that he should have a compre- 
hensive knowledge of building construc- 
tion, materials and methods; that he 
should be able to take off and price bills 
of quantities; that he should understand 
systems of operational costing and be 
able to apply the information gained 
therefrom intelligently; and that he 
should have a working knowledge of 
accountancy and book-keeping, external 
and internal organisation, and of the law 
of building contracts. While his educa- 
tional background should preferably be 
scientific, he will be the better builder for 
being acquainted. with the arts of his 
calling. But academic learning alone 
will not make a builder or a senior 
executive. The qualities of leadership, 
tact and integrity are equally desirable. 
It is the trend of the times to stress the 
educational aspect, and it is evident that 
in all walks of life a higher educational 
level is sought, yet most builders have 
been craftsmen; without the educational 
facilities now offered, they have acquired 
the knowledge and experience which 
makes them successful builders in the 
truest and best sense of the word. We 
must take care not to educate the qualities 
they express out of existence. It is quite 
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clear to me that attitude of mind and per- 
sonality are at least of equal importance, 
and that there are few good and success- 
ful builders without a deep fund of 
common sense. 


University Courses. 


As you are aware, attention is now 
being given to the provision of additional 
university courses in building science, and 
there is no doubt that there exists a 
limited demand for  university-trained 
men, and that this demand will increase. 
More men entering the industry will be 
required to possess the Ordinary or the 
Higher National Diplomas in Building; 
but at this point I would emphasise that 
the knowledge required of a builder is 
admirably laid down and tested in the 
“ practice ” examinations of the Institute 
of Builders. It is my view that, given 
much wider and more_ enlightened 
recognition of and support for its ideals 
and functions divorced from industrial 
expediency, the Institute of Builders 
could and would progressively make a 
unique and important contribution to the 
educational standard and prestige of the 
industry, and a consequent enhancement 
of its services to the community. 

The e€xamination diplomas of this 
body should, in my opinion, be the hall- 
mark for which the State, the industry, 
the allied professions and the public 
should look as evidence of educated and 
attested competence. I do not for one 
moment suggest that examinations, or 
any qualifications based solely upon 
academic learning, should be the sole 
criterion of competence in a_ builder; 
other qualifications and qualities, as I 
have indicated earlier, are necessary. 


Adverse Influences. 


The educational movement toward the 
development of proper qualifications 
and tests is still somewhat neglected. It 
is not yet sufficiently appreciated by the 
industry itself or by the allied profes- 
sions. It is hampered by the present 
system of indiscriminate and unlimited 
competitive tendering in which ll 
builders, good or bad, are allowed to 
compete on what are supposed to be 
equal terms. A building public, a build- 
ing industry, and an architectural profes- 
sion which, in effect, encourage men to 
practice as builders without appropriate 
proof of qualifications, offer adventure 
to those who live, not by their technical 
knowledge and ability, but by their wits; 
and so builders as a body are directly 
brought into unmerited disrepute and 
indirectly the advance of building educa- 
tion is hindered and frustrated. 

Another factor with adverse effect 
upon general building education is the 
uneconomical recognition, employment 
and method of employment of so-called 
“ specialists,’ | whereby, while the 
builder’s responsibility remains constant, 
his real position tends to be purely com- 
mercial, weakening his management of 
contracts and seconding his function in 
the economical purchase of materials 
and organisation of work to others. This 
factor not only contributes to higher 
building costs but tends to place a pre- 
mium on the “brass plate” building 
business and engenders an unfavourable 
reaction upon supply and demand in ad- 
vanced building education. 

You may feel that I have veered a 
little from my subject, but it is the feel- 
ing of many of us that, in endeavouring 
to define the standards of education for 
the builder, we cannot disregard the total 
industrial picture or the influence of 
economic circumstances. 
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There is no doubt that, notwithstand- 
ing unfavourable factors which militate 
against educational development and the 
demand for, and supply of, properly 
trained young men, things are moving 
forward in this industry of ours. It is 
awakening to a recognition of its own 
needs; it is looking ahead with quiet 
confidence, and no doubt by common 
effort it will in the course of five or ten 
years have raised building education 
much higher on the excellent founda- 
tions now being laid. 


Expediting Building Work z 


A NUMBER of suggestions on matters 
= concerned with general building 
procedure were made by Mr. SIDNEY 
LowetTH, F.S.A., F.R.I.B.A., Kent County 
Architects, when he spoke on September 
24 at the Tunbridge Wells Building Week 
Conference. 

The general theme of the Conference, 
at which the Minister of Works, Mr. C. W. 
Key, M.P., presided, was “ The Essential 
Unity of the Building Industry,” and Mr. 
Loweth said that his suggestions, ‘“* though 
not of momentous importance to the 
building industry, are put forward with 
the idea that they will tend to oil the 
existing machinery, facilitate tendering, 
cheapen the costs of the jobs, and raise 
the standard of craftsmanship.” 

Mr. Loweth continued: I would like to 
put forward these suggestions for your 
consideration : — 

(1) I would earnestly impress upon all 
architects the very great importance of 
supplying the quantity surveyor and, later. 
the contractor with the maximum number 
of working drawings of the job from the 
start. This will enable a “tighter” bill 
of quantities to be prepared, tend to avoid 
variations, and permit the contractor to 
order all his materials at an early stage 
of the contract. 

(2) To facilitate tendering, the bill of 
quantities be prepared in separate bills for 
each trade. 


This should assist the contractors in 
pricing, as several estimators can work on 
different sections of the bills simul- 
taneously. 


(3) There should be early notification to 
the contractor of the result of tendering. 
This applies particularly to local authori- 
ties, where delays often occur owing to 
waits for members to open tenders, com- 
mittees to meet, etc. 


(4) That the times allowed the con- 
tractor for tendering be such as to permit 
his obtaining fully competitive quotations 
for inclusion in the bill of quantities. 

Otherwise he may have to “ jump” at 
“cover figures,” which will force up the 
cost of the job. 


Building costs are already far too high, 
and every endeavour must be made by 
this means, mechanical aids to building 
and prefabrication in the workshops and 
standardisation, to reduce them. 


This matter of adequate time for ten- 
dering is particularly applicable to altera- 
tion and adaptation jobs, where the build- 
ings have to be visited and “ spot items ” 
worked out and priced. 

(5) That owing to the great labour dif- 
ficulties at the present time it is often 
found expedient by the architects to agree 
to more sub-letting of trades than in the 
pre-war periods, the specialists bringing 
their own labour. 

(6) To encourage the operatives’ in- 
terest in the job, that coloured copies of 
the eighth scale drawings be hung on the 
walls of the mess hut. The men will thus 
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see the job as a whole, and can watch it 
develop to completion. _ 

(7) On visiting many jobs in the course 
of erection it has seemed to me that the 
average age of the men is higher thay 
pre-war. This is not as it should be, we 
want more youth on our jobs. G, B 
Shaw once said of youth: “It is a mag. 
nificent thing, it’s a pity it’s wasted op 
children.” There are still not enough 
apprentices and trainees in the building 
industry. 

(8) These apprentices must spend most 
of their time on the job, and not in the 
technical institutes, as thereby they can 
keep abreast of the constant changes jp 
the industry, which so soon outstrip the 
classes (new materials and power plant, 
etc.). 

(9) That when contractors see in the 
bill of quantities that a P.C. sum is in- 
serted for specialist work, and where they 
think they can do that work by their own 
staff, or through an associate company, 
they should ask the architect for permis- 
sion to submit a competitive quotation. 

(10) Lastly, and this is rather a per- 
sonal matter. 

Some time ago, when the suggestion was 
put forward that for the 1951 Festival 
of Britain, road signs embodying the 
coats of arms, etc., of our towns and 
villages be erected on our main roads, it 
was given considerable publicity in the 
popular and technical Press, as a result 
of which I was inundated with offers of 
services of artists, craftsmen in wood and 
metal, also caption writers and others who 
claimed to be specialists in the design and 
construction of such things. 

If any of you architects and builders 
who are here to-day are in any way con- 
cerned with these, I would be pleased to 
forward you the names, addresses and 
qualifications of these specialists. It is 
imperative that, as these structures are of 
a permanent nature and stand as works of 
art, their standard of design and execu- 
tion should be of the very highest quality. 


THE REPLANNING OF 
CASTRIES 


Architects’ Proposals 


A COMPREHENSIVE plan for the recon- 
struction of the central area of Castries, 
the capital of St. Lucia, in the Windward 
Islands, destroyed by a disastrous fire in 
June last year, has been prepared by Mr. 

. C. Rose, executive architect to the 
Windward Islands, with the aid of an 
assistant architect and town-planner. In 
surveying the area, they used the method 
recommended in the Ministry of Town 
and Country Planning handbook, “Re- 
development of Central Areas.” 

The architects’ proposals include the 
subdivision of the town into use zones, 
involving the removal of part of the resi- 
dential population from the overcrowded 
central area, and changes in the street 
lay-out. They propose to close a number 
of streets to eliminate traffic intersections, 
provide building plots of a more ¢eco- 
nomical size, and convert others into 
pedestrian ways. They also propose new 
open spaces and the better grouping of 
Government buildings. _ : 

Housing recommendations deal with 
the question of density and the difficulties 
of redevelopment without radical change 
in land ownership. If carried out, they 
should raise living standards appreciably, 
although some of the worst slum areas 1n 
Castries are outside the area destroyed. 
There is an average in the whole town of 
50 families to the acre, and many blocks 
have more than 70. 
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SCIENCE IN INDUSTRY 


D.S.1.R. Annual Report 


TEN years of development in industrial 
science is reviewed in_the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research’s 
“Report for the Year 1947-48,” published 
recently by H.M.S.O., price 2s. A brief 
history of the Department gives a back- 
sound to the details of policy decisions 
and the reasons for them. 

The report covers the change to war 
conditions and briefly outlines the re- 
searches undertaken by the D.S.I.R. dur- 
ing the war, including the British work 
on the atomic bomb. _ The decision to 
keep the D.S.I.R. stations and the re- 
search associations in being as teams paid 
most handsomely after the war as well 
as being of value during the war itself. 
The use of the phrase “a scientists’ war 
js deplored. “ The truth is that, to a 
yreater extent than ever before, the scien- 
fist and the fighting men worked together 
to achieve victory,” the report states. 

Even when the war was at its height 
the Department was planning for the 
peace “though in some minds the out- 
come of the war itself was uncertain. 
The plans then evolved have in most 
cases since been translated into deeds. 
The method employed in the survey of 
research was to ascertain what research 
was necessary and could be accomplished 
and then to work out the requirements of 
staff, buildings and equipment. 

Most of the recommendations have 
been announced and implemented, for 
example the permanent collaboration be- 
tween the State, represented by the 
DS.LR.,and the research associations, and 
the making of capital grants for major 
expenses such as buildings or unusually 
expensive equipment. There are, how- 
ever, several points of principle which are 
firmly declared. For instance, the high 
degree of autonomy essential to the suc- 
cess of a research association, the import- 
ance of contact between D.S.I.R. stations 
and associations, the bridging of the gulf 
between development of a new technique 
and its adoption in works practice, and 
the importance of leaders of the highest 
scientific ability being on the staff of the 
research associations. With regard to 
the latter the report says that freedom 
from routine duties, visits to centres of 
research both at home and abroad, and 
freedom to choose their own line of 
investigation should not be considered as 
taking them away from their work but 
as proper contributions to the work of the 
research association. 

The position of development councils 
in industry is also mentioned and the re- 
port states that contributions made to a 
Tesearch association either by a develop- 
ment council or as proceeds of an indus- 
tral levy will be regarded as grant- 
earning industrial income. With regard 
to the nationalised industries, it is hoped 
that “Boards will take advantage of exist- 
Ing organisations.” In several of the 
nationalised industries there are flourish- 
ing research associations. The Boards of 
the nationalised industries are invited 
to study with the D.S.I.R. and the re- 
search associations the best means of pro- 
Viding themselves with scientific services. 
_ In the last paragraphs a note of warn- 
ng is sounded :—“ The chief factors 
limiting the development of the Depart- 
ment’s plans have been shortage of staff 
and lack of suitable buildings.” In con- 
sequence, the department must leave un- 
one many projects which are worthy of 
attention and these, in general, are investi- 
gations of longer range. It has had to be 
a policy of the department to concen- 

€ its efforts on short term investiga- 
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tions of obvious utility and on advisory 
work using its stock of knowledge at the 
expense of longer range and more funda- 
mental researches. “ But it is from such 
fundamental researches that the day to 
day information will be drawn a few 
years hence.” The major problem of 
policy is the balancing of the need for 
giving assistance on problems of immedi- 
ate and pressing importance and the need 
for providing the basis for more far- 
reaching advances in industrial technique 
and practice on which the continued pros- 
perity of the country must ultimately 
depend.

The report goes on to state 
that the year has been marked by the 
important town planning enquiry held at 
the town hall concerning the compulsory 
purchase by the corporation of a large 
area of land “in the centre of the city. 
Many architects and surveyors of the 
Society were engaged in this matter. 

The number of matters of importance 
dealt with by the council has been smaller 
than usual and only two meetings were 
necessitated by this fact 

Mr. C. H. Hadfield, F.R.I.B.A., has 
accepted an invitation to become an hon- 
orary member of the Society. 


Lectures on Concrete Technology. 

Mr. J. SINGLETON-GREEN, M.Sc.. 
A.M.LC.E., M.1LStruct.E., P:esident of 
the Reinforced Concrete Association, will 
deliver a course of nine weekly lectures 
on “Concrete Technology ” at the L.C.C.

The lectures are intended mainly for 
those responsible for the direction of con- 
crete work, and admission to the course 
will generally be restricted to those whose 
technical qualifications or experience are 
such as to enable them to contribute to 
the discussions. 

Consideration will be given to the prob- 
lems of selection and specification of 
materials, concreting techniques, organisa- 
tion and supervision.

Making Good Concrete 
AN exhibit on making good concrete, 
“~™ prepared by the Building Research 


Station, will be included in the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research 


stand at the Building Exhibition at 
Olympia. Photographs and sample slabs 


of concrete will show examples of failures, 
the qualities of good concrete, methods 
of proportioning, and how quality control 
can save cement. 

A DS.LR. memorandum recently 
issued states that as much as 20 per cent. 
of the cement used in making concrete 
could be saved without loss of strength 
by using the correct aggregates, ade- 
quately controlled methods of mixing, and 
a sound technique of application. 

Although good concrete is not diffi- 
cult to make, serious failures can occur. 
For example, the surface of a concrete 
floor may become dusty and cracked. 
Again, a weak concrete may suffer from 
shrinkage cracking which may well lead 
to the rusting of the steel reinforcement 
or to the disintegration of ihe concrete. 

Troubles of this sort arise from a num- 
ber of causes, often from the use of too 
wet a mix, from bad compaction in the 
formwork, from inadequate control of 
the mixing, or from unsatisfactory aggre- 
gate. They can be overcome by the 
exercise of reasonable care. Aggregates, 
for example, should comply with the 
appropriate British Standard; mixing 
should be controlled and the quantities 
of materials used carefully measured; and 
the concrete should be fully compacted. 


If control of this sort is operated, suc- 
cessive batches of concrete will be much 
more uniform in strength, A_ lower 
average strength, resulting in a saving 
in cement, can then be permitted and yet 
the strength of each batch can be guaran- 
te not to fall below the minimum speci- 

ed. 


RAIL IMPROVEMENTS IN 
EASTERN REGION 
The Shenfield Extension 


HE electrification of the Eastern 
Region lines between Liverpool- 
street and Shenfield has meant a great 
deal of civil engineering and some archi- 
tectural work, including a flyover just 
west of Ilford station to permit easy 
interchange facilities at Stratford and to 
segregate the various types of traffic as 
it approaches the connections serving 
Liverpool-street. 

As a result, major alterations have 
had to be made at Manor Park, Forest 
Gate, Maryland and Stratford Stations. 
while those at Coburn-road and Bethnal 
Green have been closed to traffic. In 
the approach to Liverpool-street Station 
a considerable realignment and widening 
took place on the east side. This neces- 
sitated the reconstruction of the bridges 
under Shoreditch High-street, Worship- 
street and part of Primrose-street. A new 
electric running and cleaning shed has 
been built at Ilford. In regard to the 
major alterations carried out at certain 
stations, new platforms were provided at 
Manor Park, Forest Gate, Maryland and 
Stratford. Station buildings and offices 
at these places were designed by consult- 
ant architects, Messrs. T. P. Bennett and 
Son, in co-operation with the Civil En- 
gineer of the Executive, Eastern Region. 
The total number of contracts let on all 
works was 96, spread over 28 firms. 
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BUILDERS’ COLLATERAL 
DEPOSITS 
From a Correspondent. 


[XN the case of John Cronk and Sons 
Ltd. (20 T.C. 612), the House of 
Lords, while deciding that the value of 
collateral deposits formed part of the 
purchase price of houses sold and that the 
correct procedure was to bring in at the 
end of each accounting period the value 
of the outstanding deposits, held that, in 
the event of the Commissioners finding 
such value to be impracticable (as was 
found to be the case), the deposits should 
be excluded from trading receipts except 
in so far as released to the company by the 
building society during the accounting 
periods under consideration. This decision 
was followed in Absalom v. Talbot (26 
T.C. 166), where the builder advanced to 
purchasers of houses on second mortgage 
and promissory notes the difference 
between the sums paid by the purchasers 
and the building society’s normal 
advances. 

If a builder or building company ceases 
to trade—through liquidation or other- 
wise—and at the date of cessation has 
collateral deposits outstanding, such 
deposits should escape tax for the follow- 
ing reasons:— 

1. In computing the taxable profits 
of any accounting period, what has to be 
considered is the value of the outstanding 
deposits at the end of each period and 
it is no more possible to correctly value 
them at the date trading ceases than before 
—a value which arises due to subsequent 
events is irrelevant. The alternative basis 
propounded by the House of Lords in the 
Cronk case must therefore apply. 

2. Collateral deposits form part of and 
cannot be divorced from trading receipts 
—they are not a separate source of 
income. Once trading ceases, trading 
receipts come to an end unless, in the 
event of a liquidation, the activities of 
the liquidator constitute a continuance of 
trading—a remote contingency. 

3. If trading ceases. so does the source 
of income from which the collaterals arose 
and it was held in National Provident 
Institution v. Brown (8 TC. 80) that 
where during a year of assessment a 
source of income dries up, and no income 
accrues, no tax can be levied in respect 
of non-existing income. 

4. It cannot be held that the collateral 
deposits received after trading has ceased 
constitute income from investments—the 
collaterals are the investments themselves. 

In a number of cases where builders, 
having outstanding collateral deposits, 
have ceased to trade, the Revenue have 
attempted to :— 

(a) Relate the deposits back to the 
periods during which they were created, 
either at the time trading ceased or when 
the deposits were subsequently released; 

(b) Value the outstanding deposits at the 
date trading ceased and treat them as part 
of the trading receipts for the final 
* accounting period; 

(c) Assess the deposits as and when 
released. 

Apart from the basis laid down by the 
House of Lords in the Cronk case and the 
fact that the deposits were invariably 
created in years for which additional 
income tax assessments are not now com- 
petent, whenever a firm stand has been 
taken, the Revenue have abandoned all 
attempts to assess collaterals outstanding 
at the date trading ceased and subse- 
quently released. 

Different considerations may arise if the 
outstanding deposits were sold by the 
builder or liquidator and purchased by a 
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person or company with a view to ulti- 
mate realisation, although from the pur- 
chaser’s standpoint it should be possible, 
having regard to the decision in Assets 
Co., Ltd. v Forbes (3 T.C. 542), to estab- 
lish that the passive acceptance of the 
deposits when released does not constitute 
a trade or adventure in the nature of trade. 
The only difficulty of the vendor would 
be in resisting a contention of the Revenue 
that the outstanding collaterals were 
capable of valuation at the date trading 
ceased in view of the subsequent sale. 


BRIBE TAKEN FOR 
BUILDING LICENCE 


Gaol for Former Temporary Civil 
Servant 


A FORMER temporary technical assistant 
in the Ministry of Works, George Albert 
(50), of Park-road, Hounslow, 
was found guilty at the Central Criminal 
Court on September 22 of corruptly ac- 
cepting for himself £250 from, and as a 
reward for showing favour to, Aubrey 
Newman, of Widmore-road, Bromley, 
Kent, in relation to the affairs of the 
Ministry of Works, he being a Civil 
Servant. Calcott was sentenced to 12 
months’ imprisonment. 

Mr. Anthony Hawke (prosecuting) said 
that Calcott had to report on applications 
for licences to build factories. Mr. New- 
man, a joinery manufacturer, applied for 
a building licence in April, 1948, but it 
was not granted. He applied again in 
April this year and with Calcott visited 
the proposed site. The defendant then 
made a very favourable recommendation 
to his superiors. Later that day it was 
alleged that Calcott said to Mr. Newman: 
“If you get the licence it will cost you 10 
per cent.,” and that at a subsequent meet- 
ing Calcott repeated the suggestion that he 
should be paid 10 per cent. of the total 
value -of the licence. 

“Mr. Newman was anxious to get his 
licence.” said Mr. Hawke, “and he 
realised that unless he agreed to this pro- 
posal he might not be successful. There- 
fore he agreed to pay that sum when the 
licence was issued.” Later he received a 
licence to do building work totalling 
£2,450 and Calcott immediately got in 
touch with him. By this time Mr. New- 
man felt that the whole proceeding was 
thoroughly unsatisfactory. He got in 
touch with Scotland Yard. 


On June 23 Mr. Newman met Calcott 
in the Strand Palace Hotel, where two 
C.I.D. officers saw Mr. Newman hand 
over a packet containing 250 £1 notes. 
Calcott was then arrested. 

Mr. Newman gave evidence and, cross- 
examined by Mr. Bernard Gillis, admitted 
that he had been fined £150 for a Customs 
offence. 

Calcott gave evidence denying that he 
accepted any bribe. The £250, he said, 
was a loan from Newman for the purpose 
of buying a second-hand car. He had ex- 
pressed his willingness to take a cheque, 
but Newman said he would bring cash 
instead. 

The Recorder, Sir Gerald Dodson, pass- 
ing sentence, said: “‘ Corruption is a cancer 
upon commercial life and it is the duty of 
the law to endeavour to restrain it. It is 
necessary that it should be understood 
that corruption means imprisonment when 
it is discovered. The folly of your con- 
duct is almost unbelievable, because you 
have thrown away a position worth £600 
a year and you have lost your character 
—all for the sake of a bribe.”—The 
Times. 
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MINISTRY OF LABOUR 
Advisory Council’s Meeting 


THE advisory council set up by 
Minister of Labour and Nationaj Se. 
vice to advise him on the work of th 
appointments department of the Ministry 
held its fourteenth meeting on Septem: 
ber 19. : 

The council discussed a report on th 
use made by employers of the appoip. 
ments offices which showed that, durin 
the 12 months from July 14, 1948) to Jyj; 
12, 1949, more than 12,500 employers, jp. 
cluding over 900 with 1,000 or more o 
ployees, made use of the service, an 
that about half of them used the servig 
regularly for filling administrative 
executive, managerial or other higher 
posts. 

The council considered various Ways 
and means of encouraging more ep. 
ployers to take advantage of the appoin 
ments service and of dispelling the mis. 
understandings, apparently prevalent 
among some employers, that the appoint. 
ments offices were established only t 
resettle ex-Servicemen after the war and 
that the appointments register comprise 
unemployed persons only. 

In connection with the careers advice 
service of the appointments department, 
set up to assist young men and women 
with no business or professional e- 
perience to choose careers best suited to 
their abilities and interests, reference was 
made to the method of matching appli- 
cants with jobs, known as the “P.TJ” 
system. Under this system, officers of the 
department assess an applicant according 
to his aptitude for dealing with “ people” 
“things,” and “ideas,” and collate the 
result with vacancies classified on the 
basis of their relationship to the same 
three headings. 

It was reported that a recent follow-up

grammes to be carried out as efficiently 
possible. 

I recommend that a small Development 
Sub-Committee be established -which 
would report to the Education Committee. 
This Sub-Committee would draw up a 
building programme and determine priori- 
ties; it would visit and approve sites and 
determine the type of school to be pro- 
vided. The responsibility for the 
approval of the design of a school would 
remain with the appropriate Sub- 
Committee—Primary, Secondary, Further 
or Child Welfare, and responsibility for 
the acceptance of tenders and the build- 
ing of the school would continue to be 
that of the Buildings Sub-Committee. 

(3) The volume of architectural work 
which must be undertaken if substantial 
progiess is to be made will be consider- 


able. It may be more than the City 
Architect, with his present staff, can 
undertake. The report of the Committee 


on School Sites and Buildings procedure 
states as follows: “We strongly recom- 
mend the extension, especially during the 
next few years, of the practice already 
followed by a number of the largest 
authorities, of employing private archi- 
tects.” 

Therefore this matter will necessitate 
early consideration as the rate of building 
progress increases. 


NEW STERLING-DOLLAR 
EXCHANGE RATE 


Guidance for U.K. Exporters 


XCHANGE adjustment has become 
necessary as a means of restoring in- 
ternational confidence in sterling and help- 
ing to secure an early and substantial 
increase in dollar earnings, states a memo- 
randum issued by the Board of Trade. 
It continues: —This adjustment does not 
provide any automatic solution of our dif- 
ficulties. What it does do is to make ster- 
ling exports much more competitive in 
the dollar markets of North America and 
in the other ultra hard currency markets, 
e.g., Belgium, Switzerland and Persia. 

The exchange adjustment creates a 
greatly increased and direct incentive for 
firms which are exporting or which should 
be exporting to the dollar markets, and 
it is imperative that our exporting indus- 
tries should act swiftly to take full advan- 
tage of the new situation. 

Exporters who have already established 
themselves in the dollar markets should 
now be able to feel that their best efforts 
have been well worth while, for they will 
now be in a position to operate on a more 
remunerative _ basis. Other exporters 
should be encouraged by the new and 
more favourable exchange rate and con- 
sequent opportunity for profit to divert 
their selling efforts to the dollar and other 
ultra hard currency markets. 

The exchange adjustment provides a 
much greater incentive to sell in these 
markets, and this is the first task which 
exporters have before them. If by making 
use of the new exchange rate exporters 
find that they can greatly increase their 
dollar sales, then they must go all out for 
this objective, and there should be no 
holding back because of losing ground in 
other markets. 

The objective of every exporter must 
be to intensify his selling effort in such 
a way as to secure the maximum dollar 
receipts. The prices of most British 


exports to North America are quoted in. 
sterling, but are: payable in dollars or 
United States sterling at the current rate. 
There is nothing to prevent our exporters 
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from raising their sterling prices where 
they already hold an assured dollar mar- 
ket which could not easily be expanded, 
for example, because of production limi- 
tations, and it may well be appropriate for 
a number of exporters to raise their prices 
in terms of sterling so as to earn some- 
thing like the same amount in dollars as 
previously. But buyers in the United 
States and Canada will probably expect 
some cut in prices to them and in certain 
ranges of goods competitive conditions in 
North America will, of course, require re- 
ductions in dollar prices, especially where 
reduction in the dollar price of sterling 
area raw materials leads to lower manu- 
facturing costs in North America. 

Exporters must, of course, settle for 
themselves the most advantageous prices 
possible in these new circumstances. They 
will naturally have to take into account 
any extra costs because of increased prices 
for those materials which are largely 
bought for dollars. But the over-riding 
criterion is the necessity to maximise 
dollar earnings. National dollar receipts 
are the true objective in present condi- 
tions, and it is of urgent-national import- 
ance that this should be grasped and 
acted upon throughout the manufacturing 
community. With the new exchange rate 
it will, of course, generally be found that 
a sales policy designed to secure maximum 
dollar revenue for the nation will also 
bring about maximum sterling revenue to 
the firm concerned. A vast number of 
British exporters will now have a real and 
immediate incentive to go all out for in- 
creased exports to dollar markets with the 
new sterling/dollar rate. 

By seizing the opportunity thus pre- 
sented to them, they will be able to alter 
decisively for the better the course of 
our national fortunes. In these circum- 
stances it becomes more than-ever im- 
portant for manufacturers to review their 
production and selling programmes so as 
to make sure that these are designed to 
take fullest opportunity of the new situa- 
tion. Merchandising, design, packaging, 
advertising and salesmanship all have a 
contribution to make, and it is essential 
to bring them to the highest efficiency.

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CODE OF PRACTICE 
Painting Iron and Steel 


THE Council for Codes of Practice for 
Buildings has issued Code 231,30; 
“Painting Iron and Steel,” which was 
prepared on their behalf by a committee 
convened by the Royal Institute of 
British Architects. It is a sub-code of 
Code 231, “Painting”; they should be 
read conjointly. 

The sub-code deals with the painting 
of ferrous metals in the forms commonly 
used in buildings, such as structural 
steelwork, sheet iron and steel, gutters, 
railings, radiators and pipes. Varioys 
methods of cleaning metal surfaces, 
preparatory to painting, are described 
and the code lays stress on the importance 
of the quality and proper application 
of the priming coat. 

Guidance is given on the painting of 
new work already primed, of new work 
not previously primed and on the re- 
painting of old work. Suitable types 
of paint for undercoats and finishing 
coats are set out. 

Throughout the code attention js 
drawn to a number of points of detail 
which need special care in’ the cleaning of 
surfaces and the application of primers 
and paint. The code also includes re- 
commendations on the preparation of 
surfaces and their painting, where this is 
to be done before delivery to the site. 
The appendix to the code deals briefly 
with the painting of light gauge steel 
and wrought iron used for permanent 
building construction. 

The code is in draft form and subject, 
before final publication, to revision in the 
light of comments received. Comments, 
which are invited, should be submitted 
by October 26.

OBITUARY 


Arthur G. Cousins, C.B.E. 


WE regret to record the death of Mr. 
Arthur George Cousins, C.B.E., chairman 
since 1946 of Odhams Press and of the 
Daily Herald (1929), Limited, who died 
on September 25 at his home, Bix Manor, 
Henley-on-Thames, at the age of 67. | 

For many years he had been managing 
director of Investment Registry Limited, 
the finance and issuing house, and con- 
currently a director of Odhams Press 
Limited. He was therefore the natural suc- 
cessor of Lord Southwood to the chail- 
manship of the Odhams Press group of 
companies when the latter died in 1946. 
In addition to his great responsibilities as 
chairman of a national daily newspaper 
and of a great publishing house and its 
subsidiary companies, Mr. Cousins was 
also a member of the council of the 
Newspaper Proprietors’ Association and 
of the Periodical Trade Press and Weekly 
Newspaper Proprietors’ Association, 2 
director of the Newsprint Supply Com- 
pany, and a Trustee of Reuters. In 1947 
he was Festival President of the Printers 
Pension Corporation. : ee 

Apart from all these business activities 
Mr. Cousins was an expert and practical 
farmer, and he maintained a farm run 
on the most up-to-date lines at his home 
at Bix Manor. 

Mr. Cousins served throughout the 
1914-18 war and became Assistant 
Quarter-Master General, London District 
Command. He was created a C.BE. 
1919. 
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EMPLOYERS AND 
APPRENTICESHIP 
Shouldering The Responsibility 


REFERRING to apprenticeship, Mr. 
NIGEL HANNEN, President of the 
LM.B.A., who spoke at a luncheon of the 
LM.B.A. Southern Area in Croydon 
recently, said: “ The manning of the in- 
dustry with properly trained craftsmen is 
a responsibility which we must all bear. 
There is in this area a very efficiently run 
apprentice master scheme. It is one of 
those scheduled to carry on in order to 
absorb lads wishing to enter the crafts 
from a wide area in South London.” He 
continued : — ; 

“That does not relieve employers of 


: their responsibility for taking on appren- 


tices straight from the technical schools 
or juvenile employment bureaux, and an 
apprentice master scheme is not intended 
as the permanent training ground for the 
lads. No lad should remain on the scheme 
for more than a year at the most, and so 
there must be employers coming forward 
to take them on. 

“The inquiry which we have made into 
the problems of apprenticeship has 
shown up certain difficulties. The large 
contractors’ work spread over the whole 
country, the maintenance builders’ teams 
upset by the day a week attendance at the 
schools, the uncertainty of future commit- 
ments, are a few of them. Sometimes 
there may be real reasons for not taking 
on apprentices, but there must be no 
excuses, 

“The National Federation has already 
held one conference at which we put for- 
ward the points which have emerged from 
our inquiry. Others are to follow. Their 
Education and Training Committee has 
considered all that was said at it, and I 
hope that a solution will be found. What- 
ever the outcome, it will still depend cn 
the willingness of builders to shoulder 
their responsibilities, and not to say— 
‘ Others not do their duty, why 
should I?’” 

Stressing the importance of joint con- 
sultation, Mr. Hannen said that it was in 
the interests of the whole building industry 
that its component parts should talk 
together at frequent intervals. He would 
like to see more frequent meetings with 
the architects, with the borough surveyors, 
with the operatives and with the sub- 
contractors’ organisations, so that the 
industry did not split up into cliques and 
factions, resulting in breakaway organisa- 
tions, 


INCENTIVES AND 
APPRENTICESHIP 


The Operatives’ View 


MR E. L: JONES, M.B.E., secretary of 
the London Regional Council of 
the National Federation of Building 
Trades Operatives, was the guest of 
honour of the London Master Builders’ 
Assdciation’s No. 5 Area at its September 
meeting, held at Wingfield House, South 
Lambeth-road, last week. Mr. T. T. 
Brown, chairman of the Area, presided. 
Mr. Jones said that he was very proud 
of the cordial relationship between the 
L.M.B.A. on the employers’ side, and his 
own Federation on the operatives’ side. 
It teflected great credit on the - smooth 
working of the conciliation machinery 
Which was Set up under the National 
Joint Council of the building industry that 
there had been no major strike in the 
industry, apart from the General Strike 
of 1926, for over 25 years. 
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Referring to the question of incentives, 
Mr. Jones said that it had come to his 
knowledge that many employers were 
taking the line of least resistance and pay- 
ing enhanced rates instead of operating 
proper bonus schemes. This was bound 
to result in increased costs,.and he em- 
phasised that it was vitally necessary for 
all engaged in the building industry to 
realise that costs must be reduced. 

On the question of apprenticeship, Mr. 
Jones said that the number of apprentices 
indentured in 1948 was very far short of 
the target of 4,500, and he made a strong 
appeal to all employers to realise their 
responsibilities and take on more appren- 
tices in order to ensure a steady flow 
of trained craftsmen in the industry. 
Commenting on a recent speech by Mr. 
Nigel Hannen, the President of the 
L.M.B.A., regarding criticism he had ex- 
pressed on an apparent suggestion by the 
President that a return to the learner 
system was the only solution of the 
problem, Mr. Jones said that he was glad 
to hear that it was not a return to those 
old ways that Mr. Hannen was advocat- 
ing, and agreed with the President that 
the industry could only be adequately 
manned through the proper channels. He 
felt that possibly a more flexible scheme 
was required. 

Much of the trouble which arose from 
time to time on building sites, added 
Mr. Jones, could be prevented if the em- 
ployers ensured that the Working Rule 
Agreement was being strictly observed 
and that adequate welfare facilities were 
provided. 





No Change in Housing Programme. 


Mr. Bevan, Minister of Health, speak- 
ing in Bristol.on September 21, said that 
the Government had no intention of cut- 
ting the housing programme. They con- 
sidered that it represented a fair appor- 
tionment of the resources of the country 
to the building industry. On -the other 
hand, they could not expand the pro- 
gramme because it would interfere -with 
other urgent demands for hospitals, 
schools, factories, etc.

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British Council’s Premises. 

Two thirds of the London staff of 958 
of the British Council, now in converted 
buildings in Central London, will, early 
next year, be brought together in St.

The balance of the council’s staff will be 
accommodated at Western House, 99, 
Great Portland-street, now about to be 
reconstructed, and it is possible that some 
premises in Hanover-street will be re- 
tained for the time being. 

Europe’s Timber Situation. 

The Geneva correspondent of The 
Times states that a marked change in the 
timber situation has been recorded by the 
timber committee of the Economic Com- 
mission for Europe during the session just 
concluded. For the first time since the 
war, European importing. countries will 
this year be able to cover the whole of 
their effective demand for soft wood for 
building purposes and also there is a sur- 
plus of pit-props. This is in part due to 
the salvage supplies from the French forest 
fires, which have made France an export- 
ing instead of an importing country. 

Estimates show that there should be no 
danger of a timber shortage in 1950, but 
a substantial change may occur in 1951 
when the exceptional supplies from France 
have been absorbed. The importance of 
increasing supplies of soft wood for export 
by the European producing countries for 
1951 remains.

The method of application, the firm 
states, is simple, the perforated paper be- 
ing placed on the shuttering under the re 
inforcing and as the floor slab is poured, 
concrete is forced into each perforation 
to form a series of closely spaced keys 
augmenting the adhesion between the 
paper and concrete. 
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An Industrial Film. 


Messrs. Thomas French and Sons have 
made a new short film to show how their 
“Rufflette” products save time and 
trouble when making and fitting curtains. 
The film, which was made at Denham, 
introduces the new “ Rufflette ” four-way 
reversible curtain tape. This enables the 
curtain-maker to sew either side of the 
tape to the fabric, the woven pockets 
being accessible for turnover hooks and 
rings on both sides of the tape. As the 
film shows, the new tape gives a regular, 
close pleat to curtains, whilst allowing 
them to be ready at once for laundering. 


A New Aluminium Paint. 


The development of a_heat-resisting 
aluminium paint (No. 2845) is announced 
by the Atlas Preservative Co., Ltd., Erith, 
Kent, who have issued a leaflet describing 
its qualities. It is claimed that the paint 
will withstand a temperature of 600 deg. 
C. without damage to the paint film or 
loss of adhesion, and with no marked loss 
of decorative value. A coated metal 
plate, it is stated, can be brought to a 
dull red heat and then plunged immedi- 
ately into cold water withont this severe 
treatment having any affect on the paint. 
It may be applied to engine exhaust mani- 
folds, boiler fire doors, furnaces, foundry 
plant, steel chimneys, coke-oven steel- 
work, dust extracting plant, etc. 


Infra-Red Paint Repair Units. 


Infra-red paint repair units developed 
by The General Electric Co., Ltd., are in- 
tended primarily for the accelerated dry- 
ing of cellulose paints, air-drying and syn- 
thetic paints, fillers and stoppers, but 
other applications for this source of local 
heat may also be found. In workshops 
and garages for example, obvious addi- 
tional uses include the heating of engine 
sumps to ease the draining of oil, and 
the softening of battery seals when re- 
moving the electrodes for replating. The 
units have a tubular steel stand mounted 
on three rubber-tyred castors and are 
fitted with balance weights to give sta- 
bility and to allow easy movement over 
rough garage floors. The heating unit 
(two or four Osram 250-watt infra-red re- 
flector lamps) is carried on a counter- 
balanced radial arm. These units give 


maximum uniform heat intensity to areas .

Every side of a working platform or working place, being a side thereof from which a person is liable to fall a 
distance of more than 6 feet 6 inches, shall be provided with a suitable guard-rail or guard-rails of adequate strength 
to a height of at least 3 feet above the platform or place and above any raised standing place on the platform, 
and with toe boards up to a sufficient height being in no case less than 8 inches and so placed as to prevent 
so far as possible the fall of persons, materials and tools from such platform or place.
